Summary of Hews from the Far Cast. 


JAPAN. 7} 
KANAGAWA. 

The statements are contradictory as to whether trade had 
been resumed. One correspondent says the Americans had 
resumed business. It is confidently hoped that the firm atti- 
tude assumed by Mr. Consul-General Alcock will have the effect 
both of reassuring the Japanese Government and of checking 
tho improprieties of the British residents who have behaved in 
such a manner as to cause the partial stoppage of trade. It is 
due to the commercial community of China to mention that it 
has very generally condemned their conduct. It is difficult to 
obtain information as to what is going on in the Japanese 
ports, but there appear to be very good grounds for the warn- 
ings held out by Mr. Oliphant and others against the expecta- 
tion of any great and sudden extension of British trade from 
the opening of these ports. 

The Minister of the United States has officially communicated 
that he has obtained a pledge from the Japanese Government 
that the treaty of Yedo will be carried out in all its integrity, 
and that, more particularly, Japanese produce may be freely 
purchased, and all Japanese articles may be exported without 
limit, except rice, wheat, copper coin, and uncoined Japanese 
gold and silver. The quarter to be occupied by foreigners will 
also be settled immediately. 

The postal authorities at Hong Kong have appointed Abel 
Gower, Esq., chief Consular assistant, to be packet agent for 
Yedo and Kanagawa, 

NAGASAKI. 


Lieut. Malcolm, of the Royal Engineers, has left Shanghai, 
for this port, to examine the coal mines, and report on their 
quality, &c. 





CHINA. 
PEKIN, 

The Pekin gazettes are down to the 11th Dec. Both tho 
Emperor and his ministers seem fairly tired of writing about 
what we have been used to regard as the Great Rebellion 
The new acting Governor-General of Sz’ Ch'une, Tsang Wang- 
yen, does mention that he has been informed of disturbances 
in certain districts on the south bank of the Yang tezc Kiang 
in his jurisdiction, for which he started on the 18th Nov. A 
memorial from Tsau Chu-chung, the new Governor of Kwang 
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Si, shows that the famous Tai-ping leader, Shih Tak’ai, was 
moving southward last spring, when he was reported here to be 
scouring Ngan Awui. On the 4th May, having crossed the 
Hu Nan border, he attacked the city of Tsiuen in the north of 
Kwang Si with some 10,000 men, The spirit of a Buddhist 
temple, as old as the T'ang dynasty, situated outside the west 
gate, manifested itself in flame, to the utter discomfiture of 
the insurgent force. The shrine has been honoured at various 
times under the past and the present dynasties, and the 
Emperor is prayed to confer on it a new title of honour. His 
Majesty consults the Board of Ceremonies, Another rumour 
prevalent in the last few days is that Hwashana has been put 
to death ; for what crime it is not stated. The gazettes do not 
corroborate this; on the contrary, he was at Court on the 
27th Nov., and was placed as one of the routine committees 
that supcrintended the examination. The Pekin Customs de 
nounce an officer detected dealing in “ foreign drug.” 
Governor General of China Li, moves the Einperor to confer 
somemarked favour on Tsunghau, the Salt Commissioner who took 
the American mission in charge, Pau Kweisang, and Intendant 
of River Works, and Sun Chi, Intendant of Tien-tsing, for 
their great zeal in carrying out his instructions to stir up the 
gentry and drill the peopic. “He has been sending them to 
and fro on different occasions between Tien-tsing and Ta-ku, as 
well as along the whole line of sea-coast, with orders to exert 
themselves in organising the military, and they have been 
ordering their deputies about regardless of the weather, cold or 
hot, for nearly a year, earnestly exhorting and commanding the 
gevtry and people in such wise that they joyfully did their 
bidding, so that the trainbands at every important place from 
the city to the sca, and the volunteer police, were in perfect 
order,” &c., &c. At the time Hangfuh was writing, it was just 
a year since Sangkolinsin received a surcoat of honour for com- 
pleting the work on the Tien-tsing river, The Emperor's 
health is announced to be very indifferent. 





SHANGHAT, 

We noticed in our last the loss of the ship Joseph Fletcher. 
We are happy to state that the captain and a part of the 
officers and crew arrived safely at this port in the ship Mate 
Cleather, Mer Majesty's ship /afexible was on her way to the 
Loo-choo Islands, where the vessel was wrecked, when she met 
the Kate Clewher in the river, It appears the vessel left 
Auckland on the 20th Sept. last. On the 2nd Nov., the weather 
being exceedingly dirty, the ship struck among the breakers off 
the island of Wai-kido. The ship soon became a wreck, the 
captain and crew hanging on to various parts of the vessel all 
night. Dr. Griffiths, Mr. Nelson, the second officer ; E. Pratt, 
the cook ; J. Hickman, apprentice ; and B. Thompson, seaman, 
were drowned, all the others reaching the shore safely, the na- 
tives supplying them with food and other comforts. They 
remained in this state until the 12th, when they took to their 
boats, and reached the capital of the great Loo-choo, Napa- 
king, on the 20th Nov. There they were also treated well, and 
provided with a house. On the 10th Dee. they started in a 
staall junk for China, and the nest day fell in with the Mute 
Cleather, where they were very kindly received, 

The following isa copy of the American Consul’s circular, al- 
luded to elsewhere, and published in the Vorth China Herald -— 

* An oficial communication has been received at this con- 
sulate, from the American Minister resident at Yedo that he 
has obtained a pledge from the Japanese Government 
that the treaty of Yedo shail be carried out in all its in- 
tegrity, and that the folowing points were specially agreed 
upou :—1st. That the free purchase of all kinds of Japanese 
produce shall no longer be obstructed. 2nd. That all Japanese 
articles may be exported without limit as to quantity, except 
icc, Wheat, copper coin, and Japanese gold and silver uncoined. 
. That Japanese officers should not act asthe sellers of any 
article, nov iuterfere in any business transactions, 4th, That 
the exchange of money should be carried into immediate 
cffeet ; only 10,0C0 (ten thousand) itzibous will be exchanged 
at this port per d: This will continue until arrangements 
are mace fer waking the supply equal to the demand. 5th. 
‘The quarter to be occupicd by foreigners to be inmediately 
Betiled. 

“In addition to the forego'ng, the Minister informs me that 
for the purpose of giving currency to our doilars among the 
People they should be stamped with Chinese characters, show- 
ing their value, Th’s has been agrved upon, aud a stamp will 
be sent to Kanagava as svon as it can be prepared. It is op- 
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tional with Americans to have their dollars stamped or not, 
and it is expressly understood that all dollars, stamped or un- 
stamped, will be exchanged for Japanese coin, weight for weight 
—Your obedient servant, 

(Signed) “E, M. Dorr, U.S, Consul.” 


HM. gun-boat Hauglty left here for Ningpo, to relieve the 
Algerine, which vessel, after refitting here, will return to Ningpo,. 
and the Yaughty will then proceed to Hong Kong to undergo 
thorough repair. 

H.MS, Furious from Hong (Kong, Acteon and Dove(tender)- 
from the Gulf of Tartary, arrived in port on the 23rd De- 
cember. The gunboat Havghty, also, has returned from Woo- 
sung, having on -board Rear-Admiral Jones and staff, who 
arrived by the mail steamer Formosa at Woosung. The 
Acteon saluted the flag, which the Furious returned. sj 

An action was tried in the Consular Court against Mr. A.. 
Bird, for promissory notes granted Messrs. Lane, Crawford, and 
Co., of Hong Kong, for 436 dols., for goods sold and delivered, 
but which Mr. Bird objected were overcharged, and quoted Mr. 
Morton’s advertised list in support. The verdict was given 
against him, and he has entered an appeal. 7 

The regular monthly meeting of the North China Branch of 
the Royal Asiatic Society was held on December 27th, Rev. J: 
Hobson, vice-president in the chair, A tabular view of the 
temperature of Hakodadi, observed there during 1858-59, by a 
Russian physician, was presented to the Society. Communicated 
by Dr. Courteny. A paper by Dr. Pompe van Mcerdevoort, on 
the dissection of the corpse of an executed criminal at Nagasaki, 
was then read to the mecting by the corresponding secretary. 
The dissection was conducted by Dr. Meerdevoort in the pre- 
sence of twenty-one of his pupils and twenty-four medical men 
from Nagasaki and its neighbourhood. The request to be 
allowed a body for the purpose was granted after a long time, 
and not without reluctance. It was supposed that the feeling 
of the population would be adverse. To prepare the minds of 
the people, it was stated publicly that the Dutch physician 
wished to examine the Japanese body in order to know how to 
treat it in case of a return of cholera to the country, which 
is much dreaded. During the examination, which occupied two 
days, the pupils made excellent use of their opportunity for 
acquiring a knowledge of anatomy by immediate observation. 
The body was afterwards buried with the Buddhist funeral rites, 
usually denied to criminals, but granted in -this case, in con- 
sideration of the service to science unconsciously afforded by 
the deceased criminal. Thanks were voted to Dr. Mcerdevoort, 
and the paper was referred for publication to the Editorial 
Committee. z 

A correspondence complaining of young foreigners causing 
annoyance and threatening to raise mobs among the Chinese, 
by breaking their lanterns, and otherwise indulging in “ larks,” 
is said to have been made public, 








FOO-CHOW-FOO, 

HMS, Camilla, and gunboat Bustard, destroyed five or six 
junks in the vicinity, the crews escaping to the shore with the 
exception of two who were handed over to the authorities. 

A correspondent of the China Mail gives the following :— 
“ Two foreigners, one English, the other American, took it into 
their heads to take a trip some 120 miles into the interior of 
this province. They walked the greater part of the way, and, 
after an absence of nearly a fortnight, returned to Foo-Chow safe 
and sound. Inno placo were they annoyed or disturbed, as 
‘foreign devils, &¢, And in one place only were they inter- 
rupted by the overpressing curiosity of the natives, This was 
at the city of Kien-ning-foo. There was reason for that, how- 
ever, inasmuch as they were the first ‘barbarians’ that had 
ever been in the piace, and this city was not long ago the seat 
of the rebels who scoured the country around most fearfully. 
At the first sight of their strange-looking visitors, the people 
probably thought of course they must belong to ‘the long- 
hairod robbers,'—prowling about under disguise of short instead 
of long} and of stinted, stiff ‘shocbrush’ beards, instead of 
fine flowing ones, &c. But they soon found they were mistaken, 
and treated them with some urbanity.” 

The new Consular offices have been opened. This residence 
and burean of H.B.M.’s Consul, when the other two houses for 
the assistants, &., are finished, will present a fine and attractive 
appearance amongst the buildings of foreigners here,

The United States Consul hoisted his flag at this port on the 
1st January, and it is understood that the British Consul will 
shortly do the same, 

HONG KONG. 

We noticed in our last the exorbitant law charges which Mr. 
Tarrant had been subjected to in the action for libel on Colonel 
Caine, for which he continues to suffer imprisonment in the 
felons’ jail. We have now to notice that the prohibition imposed 
on him in regard to writing for his paper has becn removed. 
The fine of £50, together with the enormous law charges, and 
the stoppage of his paper, will inflict total ruin upon him. The 
summer is now advancing, and we do hope that Mr. James's 
motion in the House of Commons will be attended with the 
success of a remission of the portion of his sentence unexpired. 


Mr, Austin the Government Emigration Agent, has despatched | 


the ship Dora, for Demerara, with 200 men, 150 women, 42 
boys, and 26 girls. The Red Riding Hood aud Minerva have 
also been chartered, and are under despatch. Some check has 
been put upon the Spanish shipments of coolies to Cuba. It 
appears that when the American ship Messenger was on the 
point of despatch with 700 coolics,a Mandarin and an inter- 
preter from tho commissioners repaired on board to examine 
them. Forty-five refused to go and were releascl—two were 
detected as escaped felons, and were given up. Capt. Manton 
thought that this was final, and went to Canton for his papers. 
After communicating with the authorities, Mr. Consul Perry 
told him the ship must pay port charges—these were paid, but 
the Consul declined to give up the papers until the authorities 
should issue a grand chop. The following day, the steamer 
Cunfa went to Whampoa, and demanded from Mr. Vargas all 
the coolics he had in his slave depot, in order that they might 
be examined at Canton. These after some demur were surren- 
dered, but Mr. Vargas had so little hope of getting any back 
that he abandoned them. The Chinese authoritics then 
demanded that the Afessenger should proceed to Canton and 
have the coolies examined. Capt. Manton was agreeable, but 
Mx. Vargas knew better than to risk his property in that 
moanner, so he actually chartered a steamer and a lorcha, and 
sent all the coolies to his slave barracoons at Macao! Capt. 
Manton applied to clear in ballast so that he might go to Macao 
and pick the coolics up again. That is refused, and he now 
seeks the mediation of his Excellency Mr. Ward. It is doubtful 
how this matter will end. It appears that although French ships 
are prohibited from taking coolies from Chinese portsg no im- 
pediment existed at the Portuguese scttlement at Macao. 

The Marchioness of Londonderry had arrived from London, 
with the following officers and troops :—Capt. M. I. O’Connel, 
T. O. Plunkett ; George Pain, Staff-Surgeon ; Ensigns R. 
Cosens and /Aglen, and 103 rank and file of the Royals, ten 
females, and nine children. Great complaints have been repeated 
in reference to the slowness of the P. and O. Co.’s steamers, 
and rumours were current that Admiral Hope had pronounced 
the Malabar to be"an unfit vessel to carry the mails. We no- 
ticed in our last that Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co.’s 
steamer Chevy Chase had beaten this vessel on the passage from 
Singapore to Hong Kong four days. A portion of the mails by 
the Afulabar were landed in a damaged state. The mail agent, 
it appears, called a survey, and made some effort to have the 
steamer pronounced unfit for service. 

There still continue to be manifested unmistakeable signs 
of progress and permanent prosperity regarding the affairs of 
this colony. A large sale of Crown lands at a small village 
called Sawkewon on the Lyeemoon passage, took place on the 
3rd of January. The advantage of the site consists in its being 
sheltered from all quarters against the force of’ a typhoon, and 
it is consequently valuable to fishermen, boat-builders, &c. ‘The 
competition was so great that the sale had to be postponed, 
the premium already realising 15,000 dollars. 

‘The summit of the Peak, on which a sanatorium is being 
erected, has been almost continually enveloped in a thick mist. 
Such weather is unseasonable, and usually occurs about one 
month later. The prevalence of mist on the summit of: the 
hill has given rise to grave doubts as to its being a desirable 
site for a sanatorium, and it is probable that a practical test 
will be requiredere much money is expended. A flag staf now 


graces the highest point of the Peak, but the signal station 
has not yet been organised. 

The Hong Kong Register has been disposed of by Mr. 
Robert Strachan, the late proprietor, and is now called the 
China Chronicle, Hong Kong Register, and Eastern Advertiser. 
We are not informed who the purchasers are. The China Mail, 
in alluding to some differences with that journal, has the follow- 
ing:—“ We are unwilling to provoke further centroversy 
between the newspapers here. There have been some symptoms 
of an approaching change in the relations between the editors, 
and we trust the new-comer will be cautious about raising new 
grounds of offence. In the short period of our residence here 
(less than two years) we have seen one editor die, two im- 
prisoned, two give up from sickness, and two burst up fivan- 
cially. Our contemporary may rest assured that the battle is 
not to the swift, however it may fare with the strong.” 

The excessive rate levied for police and lighting rates, being 
no less than 10 percent, on the rental, has been again the 
subject of comment. It: appears in one case a house has been 
rated at 4,680 dols. per annum, which only lets for 2,946 dols., 
thus increasing the rate to nearly 20 per cent. 

The Lady Macdonald sailed for Enyland, on the 24th Dec., 
with naval and military invalids under the charge of Mr. 
Ramsay, surgeon. Capt. Crocker, R.M., and Mr. Burniston, R.N., 
are among the invalids, 

The brigade of marines have been distributed among the ships 
of war. Colonel Holloway, R.M., proceeds to England by this 
mail, The Commissariat intend to have three divisions in the 
coming campaign. It is rumoured that the best of fecling does 
not exist between the officers of the English and French at 
Canton. Further, the wisdom of sending home eflicient officers 
from a station where they are wanted, and supplying their place 
by others from England, is very questiouable. Another objec- 
tion to the proceeding is rather a personal one. Colonel Hol- 
loway came out from England with his corps, has been with 
them up to the present time, has obtaincd their confidence and 
respect, and as a matter of course would wish to command 
them till this unfortunate Chinese affair is finished. 
Some officers do not hesitate to express their opinion very 
strongly about the arrangement which sends Colonel Holloway 
from his post as Brigadicr-General of the Marine Brigade. In 
the first place, Colonel Holloway is, in every respect, up to his 
work, and has that respect for himself and his corps which will 
not Ict him play the sycophant even to the general. 

The tenders for the premium offered of 1,000 dols, or say 
£235, for the best plans for furnishing the town with water, 
close on the 1st February. The land sale on Victoria peak, 
announced in our last, was to be held on the 30th January. 
It is said the Governor would invest for a private house. 

The well-known river steamer J/ong Mong is advertised for 


sale by Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Co. 








BORNEO. 

LABUAN, 

The Straits Times publishes the following letter, dated Dec. 
15, and trusts that the resources of the colony will vot long be 
neglected :—“ H.MS, Esk, Captain Sir Robert M‘Clure, arrived 
here on the 9th inst. from Singavore, and left again for Bruni 
yesterday, with his Excellency the Governor, where she will 
make a stay of two days, and proceed to Siam en route to 
Singapore. It is to be hoped that some inquiry will be made 
of the Sultan relative to the massacre of the eleven Chinese 
on the River Pappar, forty miles from Labuan, about four 
months ago, by the Dusun. It is to be regretted that H.M. 
ships cannot visit Borneo more frequently and call in at the 
different rivers; their stay here is very limited. The once 
dreaded name of ‘ Kapal Api’ was sufficient to ensure tho 
safety of traders. This is not the first instance that murders 
have been committed on British subjects, not to say of the 
numerous acts of robbery on traders by the chiefs of the 
various rivers, and receiving advances under the most 
faithful promises to give produce in return. Complaints 
have becn repeatedly made here, but the Government 
have no power, and the only way to make a demand must be 
under the guns of aman-of-war, The British flag has lost its 
prestige here, and the Spaniards are a terror to the coast. Don 
Senor manages things better; they take the bull by the horns 
which is the only manner of dealing with the natives. A con 
vict transported for life made his escape about three weeks ago 
to the mainland of Borneo ; information has been received of 
his having been killed by the Bisayas,

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JAVA. 
BATAVIA, 

A telegram, dated the 11th January, reports a new rising of 
the natives at Banjermassing. The steamer Onroust had been 
cut off, and thirty-eight Europeans killed. New rules and re- 
gulations have beon published by the Dutch Government. The 
following are some of tho items, most of which, however, we 
have previously published through our correspondent at Am- 

_ sterdam:—1. The Javasche Bank has been placed under im- 
_ proved, and, in the general opinion, most satisfactory, manage- 
ment for the next ten years. 2. The Gymnasium, a college for 
students founded by William IIL, has just been rebuilt, and 
will be opencd between June and September next. 3. The 
pay of the army and Government employés has been raised. 
‘This applies to both Europeans and natives. 4. Every person 
(native excepted) receiving » monthly salary of 150 florins or 
. more, is obliged, according to the new rules and regulations of 
Staatsblad No. 47, to subscribe to a Government paper on his 
own account! 5. In order to promote the health of the in- 
_ habitants of Java, a proclamation has been issued, to the effect 
that every kind of iron and copper utensil must not, in future, 
be coated with lead, but only with pure tin. Any offence 
_ against this regulation to entail a fine of 100 florins. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
2 SINGAPORE, 
The P, and O, steamer Pottinger, with the ship Tubal Cain 
“in tow, has arrived with the 40th Regt. M.N.I. on board, to 
relieve the 14th Regt. M.N.L, which has been stationed here 
for the last three years. The 14th will leave by the same 
vessels for Madras. E 
ELMS. Pioneer, Imperieuse, and Pearl have arrived from 
_ England, and H.LMS, Forbin from France, en route to China. 
_ _ Tatelligence has been received from Mintok of the stoppage 
of telegraphic communication between that place and Batavia 
on the 17th January. The rupture of the cable is supposed 
to have occurred in or ncar the Lucipara passage, and has pro- 
Lably been’ caused by a ship’s anchor, Communication has not 
yet been resumed, and some time may elapse ere the injury 
_ can be repaired, ; 
It is intended to convert the present Government offices into 
a court-house. 
‘A company is about to be formed for lighting Singapore with

_ His Excellency the Governor-General of the Philippines 
(Manila) arrived here in a Spanish war steamer, and proceeds 
to Europe by the mail, : 

A lighthouse is to be erected on Cape Rachado, the native 

rajah having ceded a piece of ground for that purpose. 
PENANG. 

His Excellency the Governor of tho Straits Settlements is 
expected to reside in the vicinity of the hills for a period of 
two months, 

It is contemplated to double the strength of the European 
artillery stationed in the Straits, which at present consists of 
sixty gunners, two bombardiers, two corporals, and two sergeants. 
‘The whole force is to be divided into three detachments, the 
strongest to be stationed at Singapore, and the next in strength 
in Penang, while that for Malacca is to consist of sixteen men. 

The head-quarters of the Ordnance department have been 
transferred from this station to Singapore. 

The price of rice has considerably advanced. White quality, 
which was worth last year 10 cents. per gantang, is now worth 

_ 25 cents. The local rice crops are backward, and the only 
relief we can look for at present is in the arrival of cargoes from 
Pegu and Arracan, which may be expected within the next ten 
days, All the necessarics of life, such as cocoa-nuts, oil, ghee, 

; butter, milk, fowls, fish, pork, beef, vegetables, and condiments, 

. have, for a considerable time past, becn rising in value, and the 
wages of domestic servants, the rent of houses, shops, and go- 
downs, cool hire, tailors’ and shoemakers’ bills, &c, have risen 
even within the last few months, . Though the lower classes are 
the first to suffer by any augmentation in the price of articles, 

. they soon compensate themselves by the enhanced value of the 
articles they deal in, or by higher rates of wages and hire. The 
greatest permanent sufferers are those who are in the receipt of 
tixed salaries, clerks in Government and other offices, &e. 


, THE CRUISE OF TIti “ ACTHON” AND “ DOVE” IN 
THE GULF OF TARTARY. 

The Acton left Woosung on the 2nd of May, and in five 

days arrived at Port Hamilton, a group of islands forming a 








part of the Korean Archipelago. Surveying operations were 
carried on until the 18th of that month. - On the 8th of June 
she left en rowe to Chusan harbour on the mainland of the 
Korea, at which place she anchored on the next day—this part 
of the coast is very thickly inhabited, and¥the dirty Koreans 
did not form an agreeable contrast with the clean Japanese of 
Tsus Sima. Tho latter people have a military scttlemont in 
Chusan harbour which they have retained from the Koreans for 
several hundred years, although only 300 in number, in the 
midst of a dense population. Leaving this port, the proper 
name of which is Icho-liau, on the 25th of June, the Actaon 
proceeded north, visiting on the passage the remarkable little 
island of Dagalet. On the 4th of July, the coast of Tartary 
was sighted closo to, through the dense fogs in which for some 
days the ship had been enveloped; an anchorage was 
found, and intelligence obtained from some Chinese 
who were collecting seaweed on the coast, that some 
European vessels were in a bay some 80 miles north, and houses 
were found being built by their crew. This was afterwards 
found to be Olga Bay, where the Russians were building barracks, 
and where the Russian flect winters (the name of it on the 
English charts is Port Michael Seymour). Twenty miles to the 
northward of this harbour is St. Vladimir Bay. On the 9th of 
July the Acton arrived at St. Viadimir Bay, and there found 
the Dove—tender. On the 13th leaving the Dove, she sailed for 
Hakodadi, arriving there on the 15th, and after a few days’ stay 
returned to St. Vladimir on the 30th. A rendezvous having 
been appointed at this port on the 30th August to mect a 
vessel bringing up stores and provision, the month was em- 
ployed visiting and surveying parts of the coast to the south- 
ward. On the Ist of September the Highflyer reached St. 
Vladimir, and brought the afflicting intelligence of the disaster 
at the Peiho; she left again on the 5th, en rowte for Nagasaki 
and Yedo. From the 6th to the 10th a tremendous gale was 
experienced by the Acteon and her tender, who rode it out in 
St. Vladimir Bay with three anchors down ; since that date no 
less than 20 heavy gales have been encountered by the two 
vessels, greatly hindering and almost entirely preventing any 
surveying work being carried on, as the remainder of her cruisa 
was on an exposed coast without any shelter. On leaving St. 
Viadimir on the 13th September, the Island of Risiri and 
Refunsiri, to the southward of the Straits of La Perouse, were 
first visited, thon Sagalien, when information was obtained. 
relative to the acquisition of that large island by the Russians. 
Being driven away from this neighbourhood by the continued 
bad weather, the two ships went down to Hakodadi, which port 
was reached on the 9th of October. The Highflyer was lying 
thoro with Consul-General Alcock and the Consul for Hakodadi 
on board. On the 9th of October the two vessels left Hakodadi, 
intending to communicate with the town of Neegata on the 
West Coast of Japan, which was to be opened for trade on 
the Ist January, 1860; but continual gales prevented 
this object being attained for three weeks, and upon only one 
occasion was it visited by the Dove, but that one was sufficient 
to prove that the harbour of this pretty town was useless as a 
commercial port, there being but nine feet of water on the bar 
across the entrance. The bad weather still continuing, the 
Acteon and the little Dove—both the worse for wear—left this 
exposed coast for the harbour of Icho-liau, in the Korea, which 
the former had quitted on the 25th of June; from thence 
they called at Washington Sound for a few days, and then 
sailed for Port Hamilton on the 10th of December, but foul 
winds and strong currents delayed them so much that they 
bore up for Shanghai on the 12th ; but again foul winds and 
currents took them down among the Chusan Islands, and in 
consequence they did not arrive at this port until the 20th of 
December, 
CUSTOMS DUES AT CANTON. © 

Her Majesty's Consul at Canton has issued the following 
notification :— : 

“The undersigned having brought to the- notice of the Hon. F. W. A. 
Bruce, C.B., her Majesty’s Envoy Extraordinary’ and Superintendent of 
British Trade in China, the circumstances connected with a claim recently 
made for duties on cer‘ain produce alleged to be Chinese, and shipped in 
Hong Kong and Macao for London, in a British vessel, which arrived at 
‘Whampoa with she inten:ion of completing her lading, but, in consequence 
of euch claim having been made, departed without doing so, has received 
the following instructions, dated Shanghai, 21st Dec., 1859: — 

“With respect to ships taking in part of their cargo at Hong Kong, and 
coming to Whampoa to fill ur, I am equally convinced that your position is 
@ sound one. and that the pretensions of the Hoppo to impose duties on the 
cargo, whether consisting of teas or other produce of China, cannot be main- 
tained. These goods, being shipped from a British colony, are to be treated 
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ns having a British crigin, and do not become dutyable ag in Ly the mere 
actof coming within the waters of Chinn.” 

“ The under-igned has therefore formally intimated to the Hoppo that 
the claim to lery duties here on any cargo shipped either in Hong Kong or 
Maca, and brought to Whampoa or Canton, with the intention of being 
re-exported in the same vessel, is contary to international law, and will 
be resisted. 

“In order to enable the undersigned to support the right of individual 
gocds to this exemption, it will be necessary in each case f r the con- 
signee or shipper, or other authoris-d agent, to produce good and suffi- 
cent evidence of such goods having been Lona ide shipped in a recog- 
nised forei_n port not under the sovereignty of the Kmperor of China, and 
it will be equilly competent to the Hoppo and his authorised officers 
to examine such goods and see that they correspond to the certificd 
descriptions. It is also right that the undcreigned should state that 
the rule of international law will not cover Chinese produce shipped illegally 
in foreign vessels in ports of China, and merely touching at either of these 
ports; as before obscrred. tangible evidence of the shipment ina foreign 
port, as substantially proving that the goods have been ond fide withi 
the range of commercial operations conducted under foreign jur 
will be required. Any attempt to introduce under this rule goods not 
shipped ina foreign port, or at subsequent fraudulent substitution, will asa 
matter of course bring them under the operation of treaty rules or regulations, 
penal or otherwise, as the circumstances of each cate shall determine. 

« Among the most obvious sufficient legal evidence of shipment in a foreign 
port may be particularised — 

“Ist, A regular port clearance from such port to Canton or Whampoa, 

“Qnd, A mani cst distinctly specifying the place of shipment, and 
describing the numbers, marks, and contents of the packages, I+ gally declared 
and attested under the seal of the proper officer of the foreign port; and, 
if the shipment shall have taken place in a port not British, such manifest 
in respect of British ships might also be further attested and declared before 
the resident British Consular authority. 


* 8rd. The captain's copies of the bill of Inding, with all of which docu- 
ments, or others of a similar conclusive nature, British shipmasters will do 
well to provide themselves, as the Customs’ cfficers wiil have the right to 
call for and examine the evidence, and compare it with the goods as found 
‘in the vessel. 

“It is also desirable that the undersigned should state that the rule of 
international law in question will not authorise the undcrsigned to ur.e on 
the Chinese authorities the regarding such cargo with favour ; it on'y protects 
the cargo shipped in a forcign harbour, while it remains on board the same 
British vessel which brought it into the Chinese port. If it is sought to 
land it, the Hoppo will be strictly in his right to triat it as forcign import 
cargo, and charge on it the duty levyable by tariff; and any attempt to 
transh'p it without permiesion, will at once expose it to confiscation,

FRANCE. 
Pants, Feb. 24, 1860. 

It is rumoured that a convention is to be signed with 
Engiand as to the prizes which may accrue in the coming 
Chinese war. 

It was stated some days ago, that orders had been received at 
Brest, Toulon, and Cherbourg, simultancously, by the naval 
authorities, to prepare several vessels for sca, it being the 
intention of the Emperor, it was said, to send reinforcements 
to General Montauban, the commaniant-in-chief iu China, as 
soon as possible. In my last letter 1 mentioned the iron gun- 
boats which were to be taken from Toulon for China. The 
European aud Weser mixed transports, from Cherbourg and 
Brest, were in the roadstead of Toulon a few days ago to ship 
thom. At Toulon thero are from fiftcen to twenty of these 
vessels. They will number in all twenty, and not twenty-five 
as was at first stated. ‘These transports would carry out the 
commanders of the gunboats, as I meutioned in a previous 
letter. The bustle at Toulon in shipbuilding would appear to 
be considerable. The works on the Gloire, iron-cased frigate, 
arc being pushed on with the greatest activity. The experiments 
to be made with this vessel are looked forward to with great 
interest. Onthe 16th was launched the stecm dispatch-boat, 
Latouche-Tréville. As soon as this vesscl is fitted, she will be 
put in commission, under the command of Lieut. Caberel de 
Saint Sernin. She is destined, it is said, for China. Lieut. 
Colonel Livet, of the Engincers, has been raised to the com- 
mand of the Engineer Corps in China, replacing Lieut.-Col. 
Derouléde-Dupré, who was killed at his post. Colonel Livet 
has left Paris, and will proceed by the overland route to Mong 
Kong. 

The Count Escayrac de Latoure has also left Paris for China, 
on a scientific mission. The count has had much experienco 
in Africa, and his work upon the Soudan has a high reputation. 
One of his duties will be the commenting on and explaining of 
Chinese works, with the view of completing and developing our 
knowledge of Chinese literature, by studics made on the spot. 

A pamphlet bas been published by Captain Simonet de 
Maisonneuve, entitled “ Apergu concernant les Lignes Trans- 
atlantiques Frangaises,” showing the necessity of France beirg 
the first to connect San Francisco with Japan and China, 

RUSSIA, 
Sr. Perenssone, February 15th, 1860. 

It will be welcome intelligence to all friends of geographical 
research, to learn that the Imperial Russian Geographical 
Society has resolved to publish a French translation of the 
more interesting parts of their “Transactions,” which have 
hitherto appeared in the Russian Janguage, which is a sealed 
book for the greater part of the public out of Russia. The first 
volume has already appeared, and contains, in 351 pages octavo, 
a digest of the contents of 12 thick quarto volumes. The dis- 
advantage of the work’s being only an extract is counterbalanced 
by the proportionate advantage that whilst many of the less in- 
teresting parts are omitted entirely, and others disposed of in 
a few lines, the more valuable portions are reproduced i 
extenso, and in a,language understood in all couutries. 

From Eastern Siberia Capt. Gamoff, of the Topographical 
Corps, writes to say that in the course of last summer he suc- 
eceded in fixing the geographical position of 23 different places, 
of which 3 are on the Amoor, 13 on the Oussuri, 6 on the 
tribuiaries, Oulaku-Biria and Singachi-Biria, and one where the 
Oussuri debouches from Lake Khan-Kai. 

Whilst the officers of H.BM. ships Dove and Acteon are 
actively engaged in surveying the coast of Manchuria, and were 
by the last accounts about to proceed for the same purpose to 
the island of Sagalien, I am enabled to state that the Russian 
Surve;ing Corps has been equally busy, and has finished its 
map of the southern part of Manchuria. This scientific expedi- 
tion is divided into three separate departments, each under an 
officer of the Topographical Corps, with nine intelligent assist- 
ants, the whole being placed under the command of a colonel of 
the above-mentioned corps, assisted by twelve scientific young 
men of good family, holding the rank of non-commissioned 
officers, but who, on the successful termination of the labours of 
this expedition, will, as an understood thing, be promoted to the 
rank and pay of officers, in accordance with the usual system 
pursued in the Russian service. 

Whilst great complaints from the South of Europe are heard 
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of the severity of the present winter, extending even to Naples, 
the accounts received from Siberia state the mildness of the 
season to be quite unprecedented, even in the recollection of the 
“oldest inhabitant.” At Encissesk they were revelling in spring 
weather, and the vegetation was at least two months in advance 
of its normal state. 

From Kiachta we learn that a courier from Pekin, despatched 

by General Ignatiew, had passed through that place, who com: 
municated the intelligence that the Emperor of the celestials had 
published a decree, commanding his subjects to give up all the 
copper they possessed for the use of the State, and prohibiting 
the Chinese to have more than llb. of that metal in their 
houses, 
+ The fulsome ovations paid to Field-Marshal Prince Baria- 
tinsky—the lucky conqueror of Circassia—continue in this city 
unabated. The “ English Club,” which is the most aristocratic 
association of the sort here, has given him a splendid banquet, 
at which more than 250 members took their seats. This is 
about the greatest compliment the Prince could have received, 
for the club is unusually chary of paying honours to anything 
under the rank of an Imperial Grand Duke. Prince Wiaziemsky 
has published an ode in which he chaunts the praise of the 
Field-Marshal. 

The Emperor has presented a valuable diamond ring to the 
American engineer, Mr. T. Norton, citizen of the United States, 
in acknowledgment of his promptitude and efficient services in 
putting together the two steamers Amoor and Lena, as well as 
for his services as chief engineer of the Russian Imperial 
steamer America, belonging to the squadron in the Pacific under 

- the command of Admiral Count Putiatin.

going vessels, with an aggregate of 611,340 tons. Durin the 
year just elapsed, 147 Dutch vessels were lost, which were 
replaced by 106 new ones of larger tonnage. 

The arrivals in all the Dutch ports from all parts of the 
world, in 1859, were 7,646 vessels, of, collectively, 1,456,480 
tons, with cargo, besides 498 vessels of 58,292 tons in ballast. 
During the same period 4,570 vessels, of 940,106 tons, cleared 
outwards with cargo, and 3,543 vessels, of 571,501 tons, in 
ballast. 

On the joint representation of the Ministers for the Colonies 
and the Finances, the King has, by Royal resolution, raised the 
pay of the naval officera serving in ships of war stationed in 
the Eastern Archipelago. Captains and lieutenants will receive 
an increase of 600 florins per annum, mates and midshipmen 
300 florins additional yearly.

Several journals having circulated the report that the Prince 
of Orange intended to proceed to the East Indies, the Hague 
News contradicts it officially, and adds, that His Royal Highness 
will go to Sweden in May, to attend the coronation of the King, 
as representative of Holland. 





BELGIUM. 

In the sitting of the Belgium Senate of the 17th inst., the Duke de Bra- 
bant (the heir to the throne) spoke at considerable length upon the com- 
mercial prospects of Belgium. After alluding to the commerce of Belgium 
twenty-five years ago, and its present prosperous condition, his Royal High- 
ness said, in reference to China, as soon as the treaty of Tientsin was 
signed, the Government sent M. d’Egremont to China, to obtain for Bel- 
gium the eame advantages which had just been granted to the English and 
French, the hardy pioneers of our civilisation. After being tossed about 
between Shanghai and Canton, and Canton and Shanghai, our Chargé 
d’Affaires finally received, on the 19th of October last, a despatch from the 
High Commissary of Foreign Afinirs, the Governor of the Two Kwangs, 
&c. ‘the First Mandarin postponed any sort of negotiat on with us until 
the treaties with Baron Gros and Lord Elgin had been ratified. That offi- 
cial document proves once more a fact of which daily experience had con- 
vinced all European traders, and which emanates from the treaty of Nankin. 
of 1842, and which the recent correspondence of Lord Elgin has rendered 
atill more manifest—namely, that in China and Japan all Kuropean nations 
are on the same footing (sont solidatres). It establishes no less clearly the 
interest we have to see removed, amicably or by force, the obstac'es which: 
still delay the final triumph of French and English diplomacy. If, always 
remaining faithful to our particular task and engagements, the occasion 
should, nevertheless, present itself to co operate with France, England, and 
the other Powers in a work the results of which may be providential for our 
commerce and industry, and which will most certainly be considered as one 
of the most vast and productive enterprises ever attempted,—I say, such an 
opportunity would be a godsend for ua, and we ought notto neglect it. The 
copy of a despatch from the Chinese Commissioner to M. d’Egremont is 
given, of which the above is the text.

HOUSE OF LORDS.

Cuixese Arratns.—(Feb. 21.) The Karl of Seixinx moved for copies 
orextracts of letters from the Earl of Elgin to the Karl of Malmesbury, 
dated 9th of May, the 11th of May, the 15th of May, and the 20th of 
May, 1858, with enclosures, respecting affairs in China ; and from the Barb 
of Klgin to the Rarl of Clarendon, dated the 28th of April, with enclosures.— 
‘The Earl of Exaix: I do not rise, my lords, to oppose the production of 
those papers for which my no‘le friend has moved, but as they relate to 
matters affecting myself personally—not in the position which I now hold 
as amember of her Majesty's Government, but in the position which I pre- 
viously occupied—I trust your lordships will permit me to address to you 8 
very few remarks of pereonal explanation. I am not in the habit of ob- 
truding myself often on your lordships’ presence; and when I assure your 
lordships that I cffer myself most reluctantly.to your notice now, under the 
sense that it is essential to the vindication of my character I should do s0,. 
Tam certain you w.ll extend to me akind indulgence. I am aware of the 
great inconvenience—as a general rule—of making allusions to what passes 
in another place; but I cannot help thinking that in my position as ex- 
minister to China—especially considering the critical state of our relations. 
with that country, and what I may call my own relations with-that country— 
that you will allow me the liberty which is often exercised on slighter occa 
sions. It does 80 happen, my lords, that both the Administration wh'ch 
appointed me to China and from whom I received my instructions, and also- 

the Administration under whom! performed the more important portion of my 
| instructions in China, have passed away from political existence. There is 
no peraon fully or sufficiently cognisant of the affairs that took place at this 
most critical period of my mission, or who, in consequence, is fully capable 
of explaining, without the despatches themselves, any erroneous or injurious 
impressions. A few days ago, it was observed elsewhere, with something 
likea taunt anda jeer, that the noble earl who negotiated the treaty of 
Tientsin did not himself proceed to Pekin to exchange the ratifications, 
Had there been any ane in the other House qualified to give an answer or 
to explain the occurrence, it would have been seen that I was never 
charged with the ratifications of the treaty at Pekin, that they were never 
placed in my possession, and that I never had the option of going to 
Pekin. No doubt it was the obviows, proper, and natural course to 
charge the Minister remaining permanently in China with such duties, 








HOLLAND. 
Awsterpax, February 22nd, 1860. 

What I predicted in my Jast letter has been literally fulfilled. 
‘The First Chamber of the States-General having thrown out 
the Government bill for the new railroads in this country, the 

’ whole of the Cabinet resigned their portefeuilles, with the ex- 
ception of Mynheer Rochussen, the Colonial Minister, who has 
* been intrusted by the King to form a new Cabinet. 

The Amsterdam Handelsblad states that there is no truth in 
the report, lately circulated very generally, of an approaching 
matrimonial alliance between the Prince of Orange and the 
Princess Alice of England, 

The Netherlands Trading Company have chartered the under-

Tho naval department has advertised for tenders from ship- 
owners for the conveyance of six officers and 100 petty officers 
‘aad seamen of the Dutch Royal navy to Batavia, in order to 
reinforce the crews of the ships of war in the Eastern Archi- 
pe'ago, and fill up the vacancies caused by disease and warfare, 

At Harderwyk, a detachment of 150 mén under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant G. C. Munters, of the 3rd Regiment of 
Infantry, have received orders to hold themselves in readiness 
to embark on the 29th inst., at Nieuwe Deep, for Batavia, on 
board the Hercules, Captain Schout, one of the vessels chartered 
by the Netherlands Trading Company. Another detachment, 
consisting of 125 men, under the command of Capt. H. van 
Zwiet, of the East India Infantry, returning to duty from leave 
of absence, and accompanied by Licut. Scherer, of the Artillery, 
and Dr. Dumont, third-class officer of health, are under orders 
to embark next weck at Rotterdam, on board the Llizabeth, 
Capt. Veenstra, for Batavia. 

Capt. E. Vonck, commanding the Dutch ship Susanna, char- 
tered last year as a transport for the conveyance of troops and 
stores during the expedition to Boni, has received from the 
officers engaged in that expedition a handsome silver goblet, 
with an appropriate inscription, in testimony of their apprecia- 
tion of his services at Badjoa, 

On the 1st January of the present year the Dutch mercan- 
tile navy was composed of 4 clippers, 156 ships, 409 barques, 
149 brigs, 345 schooners, 296 galliots ; making, with the other 
small craft, and including 42 steamers, altogether 2,406 sea- 
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‘Dut if it was intended’ to imply a doubt of my readiness and willing- 
ness to discharge the most difficult and disagreeable portion of the mission 
intrusted to me, I think the sting of such an insinuation would have been 
Temoved by such an answer as I have suggested, and by explaining the real 
facts of the case. On another occasi n some very severe reflections were 
passed on me by an honourable gentleman, whose speech I first read in an 
Amer:can review, and in which it was alleged that I exhibited undue harsh- 
ness because I pressed that on the Chinese which my colleagues did not. 
That honourable g-ntleman might have been reminded that I did not go out 
to China without instructions ; that it was not a matter of choice with me 
whether ould put forward these demands on the Chinese Government; 
and, above all, that I should have assumed a most serious responsibility 
had I abstained from pressing the demand for a resident minister at Pekin, 
in the face of positive instructions ; that I was obliged to have recourse to 
coercive measures in China; that I was not to make permanent arcange- 
‘ments, or, to use 8 euphuism, amicable commercial relations with China,until the 
object of the miss‘on was accomplished. 1 do notfrest the demand for a resi- 
dent minister at Pekin on the ground that it was made by this c untry, but 
Tam ready to justity that demand upon its merits, for I am confident that 
if we intend to maintain permanent and pacific relations with a country 
containing 400,000,000 of the numan race, scattered over an area of 1,500 
miles in length by 300 in breadth, and if we are to enable the merchants of 
‘that country to conduct the trade and commerce of that vast population in 
ity and peace,—I fee! confident that, under some modification or other, 
‘we must est«blish direct diplomatic relations with the Imperial Govern- 
ment of Pekin. That answer, I think, would at least have relieved me 
from the imputation of having been unduly harsh and severe in my conduct 
towards the Chinese, and from the stil greiter imputation that the spirit 
indicated by the tone of my despatches was totally different from that 
exhibited in my acts. This inconenience was very little felt by me 
last year, because at thit time a certain halo of success surrounded all the 
resuite of my mission, which indisposed persons to make comments, though 
of course the transactions were open to them. The circumstances, however 
of the present time are different. A very great calami:y has occurred, and 
it is perfectly natural and right that the acts of diplomatic agents employed 
in China for eome time past should all of them, in so far as they appertain to 
the state of that country, be amenable to comment and inquiry. I do not 
complain of this, but all I ask is, that when I am attacked where I cannot 
defend myself, I may, appealing to your lordships’ forbearance, take the 
liberty of doing so here. With reference to some of the matters connected 
with the subject of these despatches, I can only say that they have given me 
more pain and dis ress than any circumstances that have occurred in connec- 
tion with the whole mission. I have gathered from the usual sources of 
information that a gallant admiral (Admiral Seymour) with whom I was 
associated in very important duties in that part of the world, took advantage 
ef a devate on Cina in the House of Commons to give a review of all the 
tranractions in which he had been engaged there, from the commencement 
of the unfortunate lorcha Arrow affair down to a very recent period. In the 
course of that di-cussion the grllant admiral gave the House his own expla- 
nation as to the circumstances that prevented him from supplying me in the 
north of China in April, 1858, with a peculiar description of naval force, 
namely, gunboats drawing very little water, and for which I had applied, 
and which I certa:nly understood him to have promised, and which I con- 
sidered to be essential to enable me to carry eut my policy at that period, 
and in that particular quarter. I cannot, of course, be expected to acquiesce 
im the view the gallant admiral took on this point, but I must say his views 
‘were #0 temperately expressed, and it was so natural he should desire to 
lace his own version of the transaction before the public, that I should, had 
is speech stood alone, not have thought it my duty to take notice of the 
mubject ; but I must say I did read with some feeling of surprise the observa- 
tions that fell from a right hon, baronet late First Lord of the Admiralty, 
because he referred toa verdict pronounced upon certain unfortuna’e differences 
that had arisen between the yallaut admiral and myself, which I have not 
seen the grounds of, and it seemed to me to be a most unusual proceeding, 
that when these differences occurred between two persns in such position in 
life, that a verdict should be given for one party without the other being 
apprised of the grounds and the result. I shall therefore, I presume, with 
the rest of vour lordships, know what that verdict is when these papers are 
placed in your lordships’ hands, When your lordships shall peru-e th m 
you will see that I was placed in a josition of very grat uifficulty at the 
commencement of 1858, after the capture of Canton, with a force at my dis- 
posal reduced by the demand of troop: for India to put down the mutiny 
there. Intrusted as I was with instructions directing me to obtain from the 
Chinese Government conces-ions that amounted almost to an entire subver- 
sion of the traditional policy of that great empire, with orders directing me 
to prosecute these great objects, in combination not only with the represen- 
tative of the Emperor of the Prench, my gallant and esteemed friend with 
whom I was associated, but further with the representatives of two other 
great powers, Russia and America, who were atill in a neutral but pacific 
attitude, and from whom, had we been forced to acts of hostility, it must 
have been necessary to have broken off, you will gather from these papers, I 
Delieve, that it was only by » prompt, direct, and energetic action in the 
shape o* a demonstration in the neighbourhood of the Court of Pekin—that 
it was only by such »n expedient that we could open any hope or expec- 
tancy of our being able to bring to an early close, and without bloodshed, 
the costly war in which we were then engaged with China, under conditions 
that were consistent both with my i. structions, and what I believed to be 
required by the honour and commerc'al interests of this country. I can 
assure your lordships that when I proceeded to the north of China, I not only 
Delieved that the gallant admiral was entirely cognisant of the policy I had 
‘to prosecute in that quarter, but that he thoroughly sympath‘sed in it, and 
that I might count on his energetic support in carrying it-into effect. I wil 
Ret refer to any private communications that passd between us with re- 
ference to wn.ch there is no record kept, but I had in my possession at the 
time a despatch, in answer to my application for these gunboats, not stating 
that he did not know the object I wanted them for, or that other difficulties 
ree it, but, on the contrary, stating most distinctly that this subject 
been under his consideration fer a longtime previously, dating about the 
2nd of March; that one of the gunboats had already started; and 
that preparati ns were being made for others % follow. 
T can only say, that the best proof I conld give ef the entire confidence I 











reposed in the gallant admiral was the fact of my proceeding to the Nogth, 
because it would have been an act of absolute in-anity if I had not the sup- 
port when I arrived, When the admiral arrived and informed me on the 
24th of April that s9 far from these gunbuats being at hand, very few of 
them had been ordered to leave Hong Kong, and that the great majority of 
them so ordered would not leave Hong Kong until a long time after the 
period it was understood I should arrive in the North, I confess I 
did feel the greatest possible disappointment, and it is very pro- 
Dable that the despatches I wrote at the time bear the impress of 
that disappointment. My disappointment, my lords, arose from 
this, thar E was afraid that not only would the policy I was engaged in 
carrying out be compromised by the non-arrival of these gunboats, but that 
the commercial intzrests and even the lives of our fellow Europeans in the 
different hom2 ports of China would be jeopardised or compromised, 
becausa I apprehended that if we made an abortive attempt of this kind in 
the North, the Emperor of China would send down the viceroys of the 
different provinces, and call on them to attack the Europeans in the home 
ports. My apprehensions, moreover, on this point, were borne out by the 
result, The Emperor did so, bat it only took effect as far as Canton; and 
the ultimate consequence was that I was obliged to give up the inte I 
always entertained of proceeding to Pekin itself to present letters of 
credence, I believe that it is to this unfortunate omission that the whole 
of our disasters may be attributed, because I believe that had I been enabled 
to deliver those letters of credence I should have made arran, 
ments at the Imperial court to settle the unfortunate question of a 
resident British minister at Pekin, and that we should have had none 
of the difficulties that have subsequently transpired. There is only 
one other point to which I wish to refer, because misconcept ons have 
prevailed upon it. It has been observed that the despatches I wrote home 
were not shown to Admiral Seymour, nor any authority—that is true. I 
have now been engaged in diplomatic matters of this kind for seventeen 
years, and I never showed the despatches I wrote. I always looked upon 
despatches in the light of cnfidential communications to the Secretary of 
State; but this I most solemnly state, that when Admiral Seymour made to 
me the communication to which I have referred, I stated to him that it was 
absolutely necessary, not only for his own vindication, but mine, that the 
Government should be in possession of all the facts of the case, and that I 
should report in the fullest manner to her Majesty's Government the extent 
to which, in my opinion, our prospects in the north of China were compro- 
mised by the failure on his part to furnish the gunboats. I also added that 
if he had any counter statement to make, or thought there was any omission 
or commission in my conduct that was the cause of the failare, I begged 
him to make a corresponding representation to the Admiralty, that the 
whole transaction might be looked into. I will not say another word. I 
state this on my honour asa peer, and I am quite ready to state it in any 
more solemn form in which the facts can be put forward. The subject has 
been exceedingly painful to me, but perhaps I may be permitted to add that 
T have every satisfaction in saying that, apart from these unfortunate misun- 
standings, which, I have no doubt, may beexplained by the forg-tfulness— 
in short, the looseness that attended verbs! communications—apart ‘rom this 
I have only to say that nothing could be more laudable, more creditable, more 
generous, or more gallant, than the support I reccived from her Majesty's 
navy during the whole period of my service in China, (Hear, hear.) 1 thmk 
there were some performances of the British navy during that tine of the 
most praiseworthy and remarkable character. I think the manner in which 
we visited many parts of the coast of Japan, that expedition ext nding for 600 
miles up an unknown river, without pilot or chart, in complete order and safety, 
and the condit’on in which all the vessels and crews were brought Lack, was 
at ransaction and an enterprise that reflected the highest credit on the gal- 
lant officers engaged in the service; and in alluding more particularly to 
these services, ean say, at the same time, that the same degree of gal- 
lantry and skill was exhibited by the entire fleet in all their operations, 
whether of a belligerent or of an amicable character. I believe the noble 
lord, the First Lord of the Admiralty, can confirm these facts; and it is, I 
think, to the skill and, if I may so speak, the happy audacity of Captain 
Osborne, on board the ship on which I was for sixteen months, that I am 
mainly indebted for the success that attended my mission; and I am 
hapny to make this declaration in a quarter where it will go forth publicly. 
—Lord CoucixsteR was understood to say, that although the noble earl 
had ca+t grave imputations on the conduct of a naval officer of note engaged 
in the China expedition, he hoped that their lordships would suspend their 
opinions and their judgments on the mater until the papers were produced. 
—Leave wa; then given to present the papers. 
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Arvatns or Cuma (Feb. 13.)—Mr. B. Cocunans callei the att: ntion of 
the House to our relations with China. ‘I he demands originally made by Lord 
Elgin on the Chinese government were only two :—the first, adherence to 
treaty arrangement; and the second, for losses previously incurred. He, 
however, af erwards thought proper to add a thid, that there should be a 
Br tish minister resident at Pekin; and that, the hon. member contended, 
had been the cinse of all that had s'nce occurred —viz., what amounted in 
Lord Bigin’s opinion to a revclution ; yet he had left Mr. Bruce to carry out 
the treaty. That gentl.man appeared from the first to be panic-struck, and 
to wee danger and Russian intrigue on every side. The day before the 
attack on the Peiho, an accred t-d functionary bel nging te the Chinese Go- 
vernment had arrived to conduct Mr. Bruce in all dignity to Pekin, yes he 
did notbing to prevent hostilities. Lord Elgin had said the Chinese were 
perfectly justified in fortifying the Peiho; and as it was well known they 
were doing 60, they were not open to the charge of treachery. He (Mr. 
B. Coch:ane) considered Mr. Bruce did not act like a British minister ye 
ceeding to ratify a treaty of peace. Lord John Russell's despatches to Mr. 
Bruce contained a very qualified approval of that gentleman's conduct, and 
an opinion that aets of violence might have been avoided, an also that our 
relations with the Celestial Empire might be established without more effu- 
sion of blood. He believed it would be necessary for some demonstration 
to be made in Ch'na to restore the prestige of England in that country. He 
urged that the demand for a resident minister at Pekin should not be enforced. 
—Sir M. Serour ssked the indulgence of the House, as his name had 
been frequently mentioned in connection with the subject of China, while 
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h ‘ventured to state the part he touk while in that ¢ untry. He was com- 
pelled to express his revret at the absence of certain papers which would 
enable him to enter more clearly and fully uzon the subject under discussion, 
He should state to the House that the question was a large one, It hal 
eccupied a vast ye:ied of time, and embraced many singular and extra -rdi- 
nary events, He was wot unmindful that, in 1857, when the question had 
been brought under the notice of that Hou e, many bon, membcrs had been 
- good enough to take a favvurable view of the couse he had ‘ele it b's duty 
to adopt. (Hear, hear.) He had felt the kindness of the Heuse, aud it 
had enccuraged and supoo:ted him in the performance of his duty. And if 
there had been hon. members who had disapproved of the course he had 
t-ken, he could assure them he had furgotten who those members were, and 
‘believed they had cnly given expression to an honest conviction, At the 
end of the Russian war he returned south, and on arriving at Hong Kong, 
in Octobe, he fiund the stipulations which had placed Canton in a similar 
P sition to four or five other mercantile citi jad been departed from; the 
ight of commun‘c:tion had been denied, and this was the chief difficulty ; 
for he was sure, if ten minutes’ converssti-n could be had with the officials, 
there would be an end to the dispute. It was nrcessary and unavvidable to 
take some steps fir extracting from the g vernment of China some acknow- 
Jedgment of their error, and, acting under the advice of those ex;erienced 
in China, he thought it right to seize a vessel, and, if that did not do, to 
take possession of some of the furts, The matter grew to such an extent 








that he was obliged to have recourse to hostile operations, but he as ured the ; 


House it had bern a distasteful duty to him, (Hear, hear.) He had gene 
up to Cunton, ard had been surrounded by the people. He had asked him- 
self upon what jrinciple of humanity could he best deal with those people. 
(Hear, hear.) He had considered that it was not for him to palter with bis 
duty, but still to act with as lit-le cruelty as he could. He directed forcible 
operations to be carried on, and he could at the time have placed the city of 
Canton in his power, Some enid he might have gone the length of firing 
the city, but his reply was that it was not the part of a Christian officer to 
do so, (Hear, hear.) The holding of Canton was attended with consider- 
able difficulty, aud several operations had to be carried on until the arrival 
of the noble lord. For weary months he was obliged to restrain the ardour 
of his officers, and patiently wait for the proper time. He reed not now 
refer to these operations, for they were already known, and had proved 
satisfactory to this country. After the arrival of the Rnglish ambassador in 
China, te unfortunate mutiny broke out in India, and it was necessary to 
detach all the forces they could in China and Ceylon, in order to maintain 
cher Majesty's authority in India. During the absence of Her Majesty's 
-ambassador in Inda, the operations had been almost suspended ; but during 
his absence be felt it his duty to establish a blockade, for the rimple reason 
that the high commissioners in China had been encouraging trade with other 
~countries to the exclusion of British products, The blockade was raised 
after the final taking of Canton, which took place on the last day of Decem- 
ber. It wis thought that what had been done at Canton would have in- 
duced the Emperor of China to see the advisability of coming to amicable 
terms; but this expectation not having been fulfilled, it was thonght neces- 
sary, after the arrival of the ambas adors of the several foreign Powers, to 
~make a demonstration. Tho arrangement was, that it should be made at 
Shanghai, On the 26th of April, he proceeded to reconnoitre the Peiho; but 
on the 80th he was directed by her Majesty's ambassador to postpone hostile 
‘operations, and that he would be informed when it was necessary to pursue & 
different course. After the capture of the forts they received no further molesta- 
tion, but procec ded up the river quietly, and reached Tientsin on the 30th May. 
The House would perhaps excuse him if he made some reference to the 
question of the performance of his duties in these opera‘ions. He could 
safely say that he had never deviated from the strict formance of those 
duties, or failed to maintain the intirests of his country and the orders of 
the Government which he served. (He r, hear.) His conduct as a .oval 
officer had been in some measure assaited in the public journals, but he had 
refrained from noticing them because he held that,as a naval officer, he 
owed some allegiance to the Admiralty which he served, and shuld exer- 
cise forbearance in asking for «ffici.] documents. If they objected to the 
production of such documents, the officer, in his opinion, had a right to 
obey their decision ; but in his own ense, having received the approbation 
both of the Government and the Admiralty, he had not felt it nece-sary to 
refer to those attacks. Circumstances, however, had since chang-d. An 
hon, gent'eman who held an official position by the side of their ambassador 
to China, had publ shed a book on the subject, and had chacacterised his 
(Sir M. Seymour's) conduct as slow and wanting in energy. Now, what 
were his instructions? That be was not to employ force until it was an- 
nounced to him, by the noble lord who represe..ted her Majesty. that nego- 
tiations had failed, and that arms should be had recourse to, (Hear, hear.) 
Well, he did act when cal'ed on—(hear, hear)—und had merely delayed to 
give the Chinese an opportunity of collecting in force. To attack them 
otherwise wou'd be u-e'ess —nay, worse than useless; for alter flying out 
of gunshot they would claim the victory. The wis:st course, therefore, 
was always to induce them to resist in force, because, when defeated, they 
for the time acitly acknowledged the result and acted accordingly. (Hear, 
hear.) The hon. gentleman who had assailed h’s conduct had also forgotten 
that he (Sir M. Seymour) had not acted alone. He had acted in conjunc- 
tion with the French admiral, un officer of the highest honour. and ability, 
imiwhy he bad been singled out for attack he could not understand. 
(Hear, hear.) He repented that he had done wisely in acting as he did at 
tie time at the mouth of the Peiho, and if he had done otherwise the re- 
salt wou d have been that they would have been slaughtering Chinese all 
tie way upto Tientsin. That consequence they hap,ily avoided by tho 
defeat of the Ch nese at the Peiho, and then, so far from receiving further 
molestation as they proterded up the river, the Chinese, on the contr. ry, 
frequen:ly assistea them to warp their ships off the banks, and brought 
them oranges and provisions in abundance. (Hear, hear.) So much for 
the “fighting” gentlemen who tik that nonsense. (Laughter) He 
owed, no doubt, deference to public opinion, but be believed there weie 
times when it was the duty of an officer to suffer misrepresentation and 
injustice, however unpleasant, In regard to the question now before the 
Houte, it should be remembered that if this country had ay interest in 
China, it was purely a commercial interest—(hear, hear)—and if they at- 
tempted to enter that empire with any other object in view, they would do 














that which would be unjust iowards the Ch nese and unfvrtunate for them- 
se ves. (Hear, sear.) “Knzla d was a powerful country, Chivaa weak one, 
and it was impossible they could carry their arms there without en ailing 
serious consequences on the empire. He believed that if the expedition 
now proceedi:g to thuse waters were to go beyord what actual necessity 
reyuired, they would have great re-son to deplore the result. (Hear, hear.) 
He rend in the papers, it was true, that there was a large force of Chinese 
and Tar ars being collected to oppose them, but no force which the empire 
could by any poss bility muster could oppose the powerful arms of the two 
nat‘o.is about to att.ck it, Ic was very d fiicu't to teach the Chinese, and 
next t» impossible to advise them. He was e:rtain that the expedition 
would be succes ful, but what hen? They could not carry war into the 
empire with any hope of @ satisfactory reault to themselves, though with 
€0 s.quence- ruinous to the empire .tecf. It was of sv flimsy a c! aracter, 
8) nade up of forms and ceremonis, that a rude shock would break it ; and 
if that reault were Lroight about by any eff rt of this county, he did not 
know what would be the reflections in after-t me of those who had partici- 
pated iu it (Her, hear.) In conclusion, the hin. and .allant 
admiral warned the House that, when they got to Pekio, the 
Chinese officials might retire as they did at Canton, leaving the victors 
in the midst of people whose ianguage they did not understand, 
and whom it would be impossible to manage, (Hear, hear.) 
—lord J. Reasext said he sup;ored there was no one in the House who 
que-tioned the profe-sional opinion of the gallant admiral who had just sat 
down—(hear, hear)—and as bis conduct had been approved both by the Go- 
Yernment and the Admiralty, it was quite unnecess:ry for him (Lord John 
Bussell) to go into the questions 10 which he had referred. He doubted 
whether this was an opportunity when th y could conveniently and usefully 
discuss the whole matter in regard to China—(heer, hear)—but, at the same 
time, the how, gentl man who had brought forward the motion ha) made so 
many charges, that he (Lord John Russell) could not avoid altogether ques- 

tioning some part of the narrative wh'ch he bad given them. The House 
would recollect that Mr. Bruce was sent to China entirely for the purpose 
of obtaining the ratification of tke treaty of Tientsin, and of getting to 
Pekin as her Majesty's envoy extraordinary. Before he went he laid a 
paper befo:e Lord Malmesbury, asking instructions; and though he pointed 
out that there were points in the treaty which were very unpalatable to the 
Chinese, he did not mention t at any opposition was to be expected at the 
mouth of the Peiho, Lord Ma mesbury accordingly forwarded him instrae- 
tio. s which enumerated the points on which he was to insist, and suggested. 
that it would be desirable to reach Tientsin in a British ship of war. Ad- 
miral Hope was directed to proceed to the mouth of the Peiho with a 
suitable naval force ; it was taken for granted that it was to be an imposing 
force, and sufficient to inspi'e so much respect that the.e would le no diffi- 
culty in proceeding up the Peiho to the Court of Pekin. It had be.n stated 
in many addresses directe1 to him to the effect that Mr. Bruce, immediately 
upon his arrival in China, attempted to reach Pekin by force. Mr. Bruos 
act.d exactly : czording \o his instractions—(hear, hear)—and, ao far as his 
instructions carried him, he conformed to them in every paricular. He 

wrote immed ately upon his arrival at Shanghai, on the 16th of May, toask 
that suitable preparations might be made for his reception. He said he 

should proceed immediately t» Tientsin by a ship, and that when he arrived 

tliere he hoped that prepaiations would be made suitable to his character as 

a plenipotentiary for his conveyance to Pekin in a manner worthy of the 

honour and character of the nation he represented, The noble lord, after 

re:ding the despatch in which the above request was made, proceeded to say 

it was obvious tht there was no contemplation of the use of force in that 

request, but, on the contrary, wn expectation was expressed that the ministers 

of the Ru.peror of China would make due preparations for his journey and 

reception, Well, the hon. gentleman said that there were persons waiting at 

Shanghai to meet Mr. Bruce and negotiate with him, and that they had 

be.n told by Lord Elgin to stay there for that purpose; but it was rather 

remarkable that the hon. gent'eman, who says that he wishes to show every 

indulgence to Mr. Bruce, did not, in this respect, show him bare justice— 
(hear, hear)—because, in the be,inning of March, Lord Elgin wrote to the 
minister of the Emperor of China, saying that he should not return to 
S! anghai, but he was about to procecd to Iingland, and that another person 
would come from England for the purpose of exchanging the ratifications at 
Pekin, and residing thee as her Maj sty’s plenipotentiary. The Chinese 
ministers remained at Shangiai from the 30th of March to the midd’e of 
June ; but no one could say they were justified in expecting that either Lord 
Bigin or Mr. Bruce would stay and negotiate at Shanghai, when, since the 
80th of March, they had an intimation that another and more nutural course 
would Le pursu d. Mr. Bruce acco dingly, in f.rther compliance with his 
instructions, asked Adn.iral Hope to furnish him with a sufficient force 

That force was given to him, and he proceeded to the mouth of the Peiho. 
Now up to this time he had had no intimation whatsoever from the Chiness 
that his entrance to the Peiho, and his proceeding up the river to Tientsin, 
would be opposed, or even objected to, These ministers of the Emper.r 
proposed to tegotiate, or, in fact, to reopen certain points of the treaty of 
‘Tientsin, and to alter some parts of it. Mr. Bruce naturally declared that 
that was no part of his duty ; that he wai t there to obtain a ratification 
of the treaty, and not to re-open quest hich were settled by it; and 
he declared his intention to proceed to Pekin. If anyone would look ut the 
correspondence with those ministers he woul! find that al:hough they at- 
tempted to re-open those questions, yet, after a time, they apparently coin- 
cided with Mr. Brace, or at all events declared themselves ready to do what 
he desired, They made some objections to the length of the journey, and 
the time it would take, but they never suggested, nor did he believe they 
ladis in their minds to suggest, to Mr. Bruce that the Bmperor of China 
objected to that mode of proceeding to the capital, or that there would be 
any resistance to his taking that course, And for his (Lord John Russell's) 
part, he could not conceive why that objection should have ari en, supposing 
the Emperor of China intended to comply with the st’pulations of the 
treaty, and toadmit Mr. Bruce to ratify that treaty. If such had been his 
intention he could not have objected to Mr. Bruce t king the shortest route, 
nor to giving him those advantages in so short a journey—some forty miles, 
he thought—as that from Tientsin to the capital, which would have 
enabled him to reach that capital in the manner he had been led to 
expect, as the representative of a friendly Power, But it appeared that 
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there was another party that seemed to have a predominating influence 
with the Emperor of China, for it appears as if in that country they. 
do not pursue the course commonly taken in this country, which 
is, that when one party is in power, the other is out—(a langh)— 
the one pursues its own policy, and the other criticises it. But in China there 
are two parties in power at the same time, the one for peace and the other for 
war; accordingly, the treatment shown to the expedition was of a character 
totally different from that which was to be expected. Mr. Bruce desired 
Admiral Hope to proceed tothe mouth of the Peiho, and there endeavour to 
ascertain what smangement had been made for his reception. He had 
always supposed that he would be allowed to proceed up the Peiho with one 
or two ships, He did not propose to take the squadron, ‘The admiral could 
not find out what was the case, or the orders given to the forts. It did not 
appear whether there was to be a resistance or not. A number of 
country people appeared on the shore. Mr. Bruce describes them as 
arabble, They said they bai no person of authority among them, that they 
were merely country people, that they had put stakes into the river to defend 
themselves from pirates, and that they knew nothing of what the Govern- 
ment would do, So matters remained until the last moment. It was not 
that Mr, Bruce had determined to resist the proposition of the Emperor of 
China that he should go by some other route, but he was induced, up to nine 
o'clock of the day on which the attack was made, to think that the Chinese 
Government was not disposed to oppose his proceeding. And let him here 
remark, that if Admiral Hope had been as successful as the gallont admiral 
who had just spoken in passing the forts and destroying them, they would 
have heard that Mr. Bruce had arrived at Pekin; and, as the gallant admi- 
ral said, if his boats had not grounded in the mud before he got there, 
hundreds would have been ready to assist him to disembark, and the Emperor 
of China would have said that the resistance was against his orders, 
that it wasa mistake, and would have proved himself ready to disavow 
any authority for the resistance that had been shown, and would have re- 
ceived him as became the representative of a friendly Power. But erents 
turned out very differently. He did not attempt to say what course pre- 
cisely might have saved Mr. Bruce from difficulties. It appeared to him 
that the evils Mr. Bruce had to consider were very great on every side. He 
was placed without instructions in a position he did not expect. He 
had a large British force, with a British admiral in command. He desired 
the admiral to clear the way. When the morning came upon which that was 
to be done, he received an intimation that if he would go to another place 
ten miles off he would there be received by a h'gh officer, and means would 
be provided by which he might proceed to Pekin, Now, let any gentleman 
consider the difficult position in which he stood. He was ordered by the 
Government of his country to go to Pekin and obtain the ratification, and 
not to ratify that treaty anywhere else, He was told at the mouth that 
there was a militia and a rabble who had put down stakes to defend them- 
selves from pirates. Some one at Shanghai told him that the Emperor of 
China meant to resist his advance ; othe:s told him that preparations were 
made for his reception at Pekin, and that everything woud pass with tran- 
quillity. He was in that position to decide, under these circumstances, the 
question whether he should attempt the pastage by force, or whether, with- 
out instructions, he should relinqui:h force altogether, should desire a 
British admiral with a large force to retire from forte which had been taken 
with eare a year before by another British force, and should thus appear to 
China and the whole of Europe to be shrinking before a force that had been 
easily overcome a short time be‘ore. Suppose that he had tak n the other 
course, what opin‘on would have been passe in this country? Suppose that 
two or three days before he had said “ We will not attempt to pa s the 
forts—we will submit to any conditions or any proposals the Chinese 
Government may make.” For his own part he was inclined to think that 
after the tance, had it been successful, made by the British and French 
force in their advance, the Chinese Government would have been more dis- 
posed to be conciliatory to the Americans than they were under other cir- 
cumstances. It was their obvious policy. But suppose Mr. Bruce had 
accepted the treatment the Americans received. He would have been con- 
veyed to the capital; he said nothing as to the mode in which he would 
have been conveyed, or of the observations it might have excited; but that 
mode of conveyance was the least honourable that could beshown, But he 
would suppose that he bad arrived at Pekin, and had been treated in the 
game way as Mr. Ward-—that he had been told that if he expected an 
audience with the Emperor, there were certain forms through which he 
would have to go; that he must strike his head on the ground, and by that 
means appear as tributary or vassal of the Emperor of China. He would 
suppose that he would have shown the spirit that Mr. Ward exhibited, and 
have said that he would observe no ceremony which waa not usual at the 
courts of the Western Powers, and that he could not by any means submit 
to the performance of any ceremony which would be considered degrading, 
and place his sovereign ina rank inferior to that of the Emperor of China. 
They would have told him, as they told Mr. Ward, “Then what is the ure 
of your coming here? cu cannot ratify your treaty here. We 
will conduct you back, and then your treaty shall be ratified.” 
Bupposing he had done that, what w.uld have been said in this 
country? ‘You had instructions to go to Pekin to get your treaty 
ratified there, You have not obtained that ratiication at Pekin. Youbave 
already submitted to humiliation. You have not obeyed the instructions 
you received from her Majesty s Government, and what is your excusc 1— 
That you might bave met with a resistance which you would have heen 
unable to overcome, although you had a strong British force at the mouth of 
the Peiho.” It would have been said, “ Were you not aware—and, indeed, 
had you not yourself been present when that resistance was overcome with 
the greatest ease? Do you not suppose that this militia would have been 
easily overcome? Do you not know the character given of the Chinese, 
that they are not a wa'like people, and that that opposition from which you 
ran away, which you did not venture to face, would have been dispelled in 
hulf an hour ii you had gone boldly forward?’ (Cheeis.) Could any one 
doubt that that would have been eaid in this country? On the other hand, 
there was the danger of the Chinese having perhaps made greater prepara- 
tions than Mr. Bruce could be aware o!—haviny ascertained exactly where 
they could place their stakes, 0 that their guns would fire with fatal effects, 
and therefore that the passage of the river might be stopped, and her Ma- 
jesty’s forces suffer a reverse, however great their gallantry and bravery 



























might be. He said that was the alternative Mr. Bruce had before him, and 
that never was a civil officer placed in @ situntion of more difficulty. With- 
out attempting to decide, for he would not attempt to decide bimse!f, whether 
the one course or the other was the best, he said there were infinite difficul- 
ties on both sides, and that her Majesty's Government were just fied, and 
not only justified, but must have felt it their duty, to tell Mr. Bruce 
that their confidence in him was not dim’nished by the course he had taken. 
When this information reached this country, her Majesty’s Government 
came unanimously to the opinion that, whatever might be the terms pro- 
posed to China, whatever might be the course hereafter, it was necessary to 
show their strength in China; that whatever terms were proposed, they 
would be supported in such a manner that their moderation was the result 
of willingness and not of servility. He believed that was the only course 
they could pursue. With regard to the particu'ar terms they had offered, 
the gallant admiral had said most truly and justly, that they could not ask 
less than the treaty of Tientein. That treaty had not only been signed, but 
had received the express approval of the Emperor of China. Nothing but 
its ratification remained to be given; and it would have been impossible for 
them to have said, “ Because her Majesty's forces have suffered a reverse, 
and 400 or 500 men have been wounded, therefore we wiil give up the 
treaty and conditions, snd trust to our faith in the Government of China.” 
‘When, then, he had shown that whatever might be the case with respect to 
the right of the Emperor of China to forbid the passage of rivers, or defend 
their entrance, at least it was not justifiable to give no notice of that inten- 
tion, to entrap the British Minister into an ambuscade, and fire upon him 
by order of the Emperor, that was conduct with respect to which he thought 
the dignity of her Mujesty’s crown and of the nation demanded ample satis- 
faction and reparation. (Hear, hear.) With regard to the general question, 
he agreed with the gallant admiral, and also with the sentiments expressed 
by the hon. gentleman opposite, that they should meet the Chinese with 
justice. It was not because this country and France were far stronger in 
war than the Chinese that they ought to treat them with harshness. Ho 
knew very well that by pressing too severely on the Government of China 
they might entirely dislocate the already feeble and impaired state of society 
which there existed, and that which was their business in China—their 
trade—must be more seriously injured by a conflict than by insufficient terms 
of peace. It wns evident that it might become necessary to m:ke prepara- 
tions for any contingency that might arise, and they immediately com- 
municated with the Kmperor of the French in contemplation of such a course. 
There was, however, a chance that the I:mperor of China might make over- 
tures; that Mr, Bruce's readiness to receive those terms might become known, 
and that the whole matter might have been settled in a manner to satisfy. 
their honour and at the same time to obtain the terms of the treaty. That 
hope has been to some extent disappointed, and i. might be that it would be 
casier for a person of more authority than Mr. Bruce to obta'n t-rms of peace. 
Whether there should or should not be a resident Minister at the Court of 
Pekin, that was a matter which required consideration; but, from the first 
to last, their object had been to obtvin the fulhlment of the treaty. He 
thought that every honour should be rendered to these gallant officers and 
the men under them, who, althongh unsuccessful, had displayed the greateat 
courage and the highest qualities which bad ever distinguished the soidiers 
and sailors of this country.—Sir J. Paxixaton concurred with tbe noble 
lord opposite (Lord J. Russell) in thinking that the House had not at present 
Sufficient information to justify their coming to a decision upon this question, 
Dut he could not assent to all the observations of the noble lord. He 
hoped that what had fallen from the noble lord indicated 
that the course of the Government would be one of moderation, 
He regretted that the gallant admiral felt obiiged to make that appeal. So 
far as his conduct in China was known, no one, he (SirJ. Pakington 

believed, was disposed to attach blame to the gallant admiral. (Hear, hear.) 
The late Board of Admiralty unanimously approved of his conduct in China 
(Hear, hear. )—Sir D. L. Evans hoped that the policy suggested by the 
gallant admiral (Sir M. Seymour) would be du'y considered by her Majesty's 
Government. (Hear, hear.)—Lord Patmersron said that if Mr. Bruce 
had been told beforehand by the Chinese Government that they would not 
allow him to go up the Peiho he might have remonstrated and have asked 
for an explanation with regard to the mode inwhich he might go; but, inas- 
much as no such intimation had been given to him by the Chinese, and they 
had stopped him at the mouth of the Priho, it would have been inconsistent 
with the honour of England if he had advised the admiral who accompanied 
him to retire without any attempt to force a passize, It ought to be 
remembered that Lord Malmesbury had instructed Mr. Bruce to go to the 
mouth of the Pciho with a sufficient force ; and it was not unnatural for Mr. 
Bruce to infer that Lord Malmesbury, by that expression, n:eant that, if the 
Chinese refused to let him pass up the river, the “sutticient force” that was 
to accompany him ehould compel the Chinese to let him pacs.— 
Sir Carters Naprgr, having read a letter which he had received 
from Admiral Hope, giving details of the affair at the mouth of 
the Peiho, proceeded to speak in high terms of the gallantry of the 
admiral, who, he thought, had that night been rather depreciated, in 
order that Mr. Bruce might be the more extolled. He hoyed that the 
Government would reward Admiral Hope's gallantry with the VictoriaCross. — 
Lord C, Pacer said he had, in reply to the two admirals who h d spoken 
on this question, to inform the House that the Admiralty had not been un- 
mindful of the heroic conduct of Admiral Hope and of the officers who had 
served under him. The admiral had several promotions for his officers given 
to him, amounting to six in all. As to the question of decoration, the Go- 
vernment had to consider it very carefully, for there should be some discri- 
mina:ion observed between that which was a victory and that which was 
not, (Hear, hear.) The Government would be glad to give the admiral 
any proofs of his gallantry, but if rewards were to be bestowed upon officers, 
however well they conducted theic operations, but which did not end in 
success, it might lead to inconvenience. Imprudent officers might be led to 
undertake expeditions at a great loss of life in the hope of receiving this re- 
ward, (Hear.) Itwas the duty of the Government to exercise the utmost 
discretion in this respect; but Admiral Hope and his officers had their 
approval.—(Feb. 16.) In reply ta a question from Mr. B, Ospoxxe, Lord 
J. Russe.t said that no decision had been come to by the Government in 
reference to Lord Klgin again proceed ing to China, as liad been reported — 
—Sir M. Szywour moved for copies of letter ‘rom the Secretary to the Ad- 
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miralty, No. $36, dated the 9th day of Augast, 1858, respecting affairs in 
China, enclosing letter from the Foreign-oftice, dated the 16th day of July, 
1858, enclosing letter from the Earl of I:lgin und Ki. cardine to the Earl of 
Clarendon, No. 91, date! her Majesty's ship Furious, Gu'f of Pecheli, the 
23rd day of April, 1853 ; of letter from the Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, 
No. 101, dated her Majesty's ship vious, Gulf of Pecheli, the 29th day of 
April, 1858, to the Karl of Clarendon ; of letter from Sir Micharl Seymour 
acknowledging receipt of same, No. 326, dated her Majesty's ship Calcutta, 
Hong Kong, the 37th day of September, 1858, with its enclusures—viz., 
letter from the Eari of Elgin and Kincardine to Sir Michael Seymour, dated 
her Ma‘esty’s sp /urious, the 21st day of May, 1858, and letter from 
the Karl of Blgin and Kincardine, dated 'lientain, the 6th Cav of July, 1853 ;

—Mr. C. Brees also obtained a return of copies of letters frm the larl of 
Elgin to the Earl of Malmesbury, No 103, daved the 9th day of May, 1538, 
with enclosures ; No. 104, daced the 9th day of May, 1353, with en- 
closures ; No. 167, dated the 11th day of Nay, 1858, with enclosures ; 
No. 110, dated the 15th day of May, 1858, with enclosures; #nd No, 112, 
dated the 20th day of May, 1853, with enclosures; and from the Earl of 
Elgin to the Earl of Clireudon, No, 99, dated the 28th day of Ajril, with 
enclosures; and No. 100. with enclosures.— (Feb. 24.) Sir M. Srystorn 
wistcd that the House would gant him their indu’gence whist he 
mentioned a matter personal to hims:lf and reflecting to some extent 
upon his character as a naval officer and a member of that House. (Cry ot 
“order.”) He shoul not occ:py thei- time many moments, He wish: d to refe 
to a paragraph that appeared ina pub ic journal of last Tuesday, by which it 
appeared that a noble and distinguished carl in another place had made a 
statement that closely concerned his character. The gallant admiral read 
the paragraph in question, in which it was stated tht the noble ear. had } 
made a certain commun cation to him on the 24th April, 1858, to the eflect | 
that upon the cee sion ot his (sir M. Seymour's) joining him in the n rth of 
China, the noble enrl stated to him that it would be necessary, not only for | 
him in his own vindication, but in vindication of her Majesty’. Government, | 
to pla-+ the Intter in full possession of all the fects, and that he should report | 
those facts in respect to which our prospecta in the north of China were 
compromised by the failure on his (Sir M. Seymour's) part to furnish armia- 
ments, and that if he (Gir M. Seymour) had anything to say in explana ion, 
he, of course, might make a corresponding satement to her Maj 
Board of Admiralty, so that the whole case mizht be brought before the 
Government. Now, what he desired to say, in answer to what the noble 
earl was represented to have stated, was this—that, upon his honour as an 
officer in her Majesty's service, and as amember of that House, that statement 
was not accurate, (ilear, hear.) He should use no other words. Nothing 
of the sort, ot not anything ap) roaching to such a statement, had been made to 
him. Had sucha statement been made to him it would have been his duty 
te request the noble earl to make it in an official form, and thus to have given 
him the power of making a representation to the Board of Admiralty. (Ilear.) 
—HMr. Bruce wished tc ray a wor! or two with res; ect to what had fallen 
from the hon. and gallant a'miral lately in command of the Chines: squadr n, 
and which related to the character of a noble lord with whom he (Mr. 
Bruce) was nearly connected. He would have r'sen immediately a'ter the 
hon. and gallant admiral’s 0° servations had he not expected that some one of 
the nob’e earl's (Elg'n’s) colleagues would think it expedient, would think it, 
in fact, hs duty to offer soms remarks on those ob: ions. He regretted | 
as much as any one that thse personal questions should be brought into 
discuss'on in that House. (Hear, hear.) But in justification of his noble 
friend he must observe that the bringing of the matter under the notice of 
parliament had not originated with him. The d'scussion of this personal | 
topic had arisen partly trom a statement made by his right hon. friend the 
late Firat Lord of the Admiralty (Sir J, Pakington), and from a statement | 
of the hon. and gallant admiral that the Earl of Elgin had made certain 
charges or impu:ations against him which were not justifiable, and were 
incapable of bemg sucported by facts. In consequence of those remarks, the 
noble eat] thought it necessary to make a statement in another place. In 
that sta‘ement he said that he understood an impre sion had been crrated 
against him on the imputation that he hd forwarded charges stat'ng his 
feeling that the hon. ard ;allant adnvral had not in China given him ail the 
support he had expected ; and the nobie earl further said it had been im- 
puted to hita that he kad not communicated the despatches containing those 
charges to the hon. and gai ant admir.| himself, ‘the noble earl then cx- 
plained that it had never becn his cuatom to communicate to officers serving 
with him, or under him, despatches reluting to their conduct, as he consi- 
dered that these despatches were secret, inasmuch as they were only intended 
for the informa:ion of the Secretary of State, to whom they were forwarded. 
It was for the Seer. tary of State to break the seal of secresy if he thousht 
fit so to do, However, the n-ble earl stated on his honour as a peer the 
fact, which he was further wiiling to substantiate by the sanction of an oath, 
that not only h:d he stated to the gillant adn iral the substance of his com- 
plaint, and that he was about t» forward to the Secretary of State in 
writing all those complaints which he was miking to the admiral verbally, 
but had also told the gallant adniiral that if he had anyth ng to complain of 
in reference to his (Lord Jilg'n's) s'atements, he hoped he wou'd make his 
own statement and whatever explaration he might think fit. (Hear.) 
The hon, and gallant admiral to-night stated that the stateme:.t of 
his noble friend in another place was inaccurate. The question 
then became one between the veracity of the nob'e lord the late 
plenipotentiary, and—he would not say the veracity, but the memory 
of the honourable and gallant admiral, (Hear, hear.) Kvery one 
who knew the noble lord and his conduct dur'ng a long official career must 
be aware that he was utterly incapable of making not only an assertion en 
oath, not oly an assertion in his place in Parliament, but any assertion of 
any kind, or under any circumstance, which was not consistent with accuracy 
‘and the most strict fact. (Hear, hear.) He hoped that the House or her 
Majesty's Government would order a commission to take evidence on 0 ith, 
and inquire into the whole question between the noble earl and the hon. and 
gallant admiral. (tear, hear.)—Sir J. Paxtxcrox said that as he had been 
referred to by lis hon. friend who had just addressed the House he hoped he 
might be allowed to express a strong wih that this matter, for the present, 
















































might go no further. (Hear, hear.) A noble lord of grent distinction and 
ability had made a statement in another place on his h:nour asa peer. 
The noble and gallant admiral (Seymour) had risen in that House and made 
a directly contrary statement on his honour as an ofcer. He (Sir John 
Paking’on) did not believe that any gentleman in that House would deny 
any stat-ment made by the nobie earl, orany s‘atement made by the 
honowable and gallant ndmiral. (Hear, hear.) He thought, therefore, 
that the only conclusion they cou'd arrive at was that thee had been 
unfortunately, but no doubt unavoidably, some misunderstanding between 
them, (Hear, hear.) So far as the public question was eoncerned, the 
Papers were moved for which would show the merits of that question; aud, 
so far as he was concerned, he was well content to leave it to those papers to 
show the part which the late Board of Admiralty had taken in the matter. 
(Hear, hear) He confessed he did regard it as a matter of regret that, lying 
as they had been side by side in the Gulf of Peiho, the noble earl should 
have sent h me despatches seriously criminating the gallant admiral without 
telling him what the contents were—what the nature of the charce made 
againat him was; so that it was only through the circuitous mode of receiving 
a despatch from the Adusiralty, calling on him for an explanation, that the 
hon, and gallant admiral was informed of the nature of that charge. (Hear.) 
Under these circumstances he did hope that this painful ques:ion, in which he 
believed there must have been some misapprehension between the parties, 
would at present ,0 no further; and when the despatches were laid on the 
table of the House they would be able to judge of the merits of the question. 
—Lord J. Russe. said he could not but think that the statement of the 
right hon, geutleman the late First Lord of the Admiralty could be satis- 
factury to the noble eal who had b-en the subject of it. There were two 
questions, up n one of which he had not a word to say—namely, the question 
whether Loid Elgin had or had not any reason to complain of the gailant 
admiral, or of the delay of the forces coming up to his assistance. ‘This was 
AQ question on which he was not prepared to say any:hing. ‘the Ive Board 
of Aemiralty had cecided accoruing to their own view of the case, and if 
any person wished to know anything more about the subject, no duubt the 
papers would be produced, But with regard to the personal question, what 
he gathered was somewhat citferent from the statement of the right hon, 
gentleman. A complaint had Leen made unfortunately in a work which had 
been published ; and he thought it was almost always unfortunate when 
persons employed in the public service, or who hd been so employed, chose 
very soon afterwards to give their eccount of the diiferences existing between. 
officers serving the Crown—(hear, bear) —and making complaints that they 
had not been supported in their operations. But, that work having appeared, 
it was quite competent for the gallant admiral to make the statement which 
he had made. Un the oher hand, it was impossible, he thought, for the 
no le earl not to take notice of the rumours with respect to his conduct. 
‘The noble earl ststed that the impression on his mind was fully anu clearly 
that at the time when he wrote the despatch to the Forvign-office he stated 
to the gallant admira’ what was the nature cf the complaint that he thou ht 
tiat, in his public capscity, he had a right to make, and that although he did 
not show the gallant admiral the de-yatch to the Secretary of State, he did 
convey to him the nature of the complaint. Tho notle earl having made 
this stat: ment on his honourasa peer, he (Lord John Russel!) could not doubt 
fora moment that that was the impression on his mind, The gallant 
ainiral had said, on the other hand, that the roble enri's statement was 
‘curate—in other words, that the impression on his mind was that Lord 
Elgin had wade no such communication to him. He had great respect for 
the gnilant admiral, and he hai no doubt that such was the impression on hia 
mind. With regard, then, to a transaction which occurred ou the other side 
of the globe, and as long asa yenr and a half ago, the only result he could 
ariive at was that these recollections and impressions ditfered materialiy ; 
but he did not think thas the d tlerence affected the honour of either the 
noble earl or the gallant admiral. (Hear, hear) He felt perfect contidence 
in the noble carl; and ke had very lately recomended to her Majesty that 
the Kari of Elgin should be employed in a situation of the greatest con- 
fidene:, and one in which much would depend on his discretion and judg- 
ment, After what had passed he felt, as the head of the Forcign-office- 
that he should not do right, Lord Elgin being his colleague, and having 
served the Crown in various capacities with great benefit to the public 
service and to the country, both in Jamaica : nd Canada, and also in China, if 
he did not say that he considered Lord Elgin entitled to the conficence of 
the Crown as an honnroab'e, faithful, and distinguished public servant (Hear.) 

Forces ror Cutxa.—General Peet said, he had seen it stated in a public 
newspaper that ther- were fourteen regiments of the live, com; rising 20,600 
men, to be sent from Indiafto China, He thought the public ought to be im- 
formed of the names of those regiments, The only provision made tomeet the 
expenditure of the China war was a sum of 500,000, which he thought 
would barcly cover thecost of the transport of stores, He wished to know what 
was the number of British troops in In tia the Government were prepared to 
pay for in the next financial year. The total number of her Majesty's 
troops was 235,8521, Of these, 143,862 were on the British establishment 
yoted by Parliament, ‘Ihe remaining 92,490 were on the Indian establish- 
ment. Now, thcse were in excess of the number of men voted by Parlia- 
ment. It was necessary tiere should be a cle:r understanding upon this 
point, (Hear, hear) He believed that the estimate would no: cover the 
charge, and that the Government would be corpelled to take an additional 
yote for China, In that case he should say that the estimates of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer were incorrect, ‘The gallant general concluded by 
asking the Secretary of State for Indit what was the amount and description 
of force that has ; roceeded, or was about to proceed, from India to China; 
specifying, if possible, the regiments of which the Europe-n portion of the 
force was composed, aud what number of troops (iuc'udingtthe depots) he 
was pr pared to pay for ont of the revenue of India during the next financial 
year.—Sir U. Woop said, in answer :o his right hon. and ga‘lant friend, he 
would state what he believed to be the facts of the case. There had gone 
from India to China one company of Engineers, the 8cd Buffa, and the 67th 
Regiment. Tiere were under orders to go to Chins two squadrons of Dra- 
goo. Guards, the lst, 4th, and 99th Regiments, three batteries of Royal 
Artillery of horee, and one without horse, These were all that were actually 
repo ted as going. But orders were s nt out to the Governor-General to 
send two more reg'me.-ts, each of which it ws said numb: red I.tule more than 
800. He found, however, that the regiments going to China would be filled 
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up to 1,000. Wt was intended to send five, and orders had been given for 
two more, a0 that the number sent altogether would amount to 5,500, He 
was informed at th: Horse Guards that the two next battalions going out 
were the 3rd battalion of the 60th Madras, and the Ist battalion of the 13th 
Calcutta ; but that was not certain. In a letter received from India, he 
mas told that it was the 56th Madras and the 66th Bomtay: he was un- 
willing, however, to state that as a fact, as the matter was still uncertain. 
With regard to the natve force, he believed that there were four regiments 
going to China to replace those that were already there : that was a mere 
relief, With respeet to the regiments going, they would be paid exactly as 
the regiments were now paid. There would be no difference. There would 
be five native infantry regiments of irregular troops to the extent of 4,000 
men. There would te four troops of irregular cavalry of 400 men each, two 
companies of the Madras Sappers to the extent of 250 men, so that the 
total force would be 5,500 European troops gone or going from India to 
China, and 4,600 natives in round numbers. Some of the regiments in 
China were ordered back to India.— General Pern: Are any ordered home? 
—Sir C. Woop said there were no Queen's regiments ordered home from 
China. One dragoon regiment had sailed from India onits way home. 
Eprror oF tue “ Frrexp or Crixa” Newsrapgr.—Mr, E. Janes gave 
notice that, on the motion for the adjournment of the House on Friday, 
March 2nd, he would call the attention of the Urder-Secretary for the 
Colonies to the case of the editor of the “ Friend of China,” who has been 
imprisoned for twelve months, in the felon’s jail, under sentence for libel. 
Tue Cursa Wan—Sir Ds Lacy Evans has given notice of his inten- 
tion, on an early day, to move the following resolutions :—“ That, in the 
opinion of this House, no sufficier.t proof has been adduced of the late 
attack upon the Peiho forts having been authorised by the original instruc- 
tions of Her Majesty's Government. That the recourse to force of arms, 
in order to use a particular route by Plenipotentiaries proceeding to ex- 
change ratifications of peace, was unprecedented, and inconsistent with the 
Object of a professed amicable mission, That, although under the unto- 
ward consequences of this ill-advised, hostile measure, some strong mili- 
tary demonstration on the part of the Allies may unfortunately be necessary, 
in order to restore our relations with the Chinese Government to a more 
satisfactory footing ; yet were the failure of an unauthorised collision made 
a pretext for operations of an extreme hostility, involving for instance an 
attack on the city of Pekin, or a conquest of territory by either of the Allied 
Powers, such a proceeding would be contrary to every principle of inter- 
national law, nor would it be less impolitic, as being more likely to in- 
terrupt than promote the extension of commerce and diffusion of civiliz:tion 
amongst the population of that country, That this House humbly partici- 
pates in the wish expresied by Her Majesty in her most gracious sp.ech on 
the opening of this Session of Parliament, viz,, ‘It will be gratifying to me 
if the prompt acquiescence of the Emperor of China in the moderate de- 
mands which will be made by the Plenipotentiaries shall obviate the neces- 
sity for the employment of force.’ That conciliatory expressions are also 
stated, through various credible sources, to hare been made by the Emperor 
of China in relation to the conflict at the entrance of the Peiho, which 
almost permit of the anticipation expressed by Lord John Russell, that 
peaceful relations with the Chinese Government ‘may be placed upon a 
permanent footing without further effusion of blood.’ That, in the opinion 
of this House, nothing could more contribute to this most desirable result 
than the choice of » Plenipotentiary of reliable experience, and of concilia- 
tory temper aud judgment, for the conduct of this important negotiation, 
and for directing or counselli sition of Her Majesty's naval and 
military forces destined for this

THE CHINA EXPEDITION. 

Nothing has transpired since our last issue in connection 
with the reinforcements for China. The increase to the 8th, 
3lst, and 73rd Regiments, already announced, has not taken 
any active form as yet ; no reports have been published as to 
the progress of recruiting. No other announcements have been 
made as to troops or ships of war, and it is believed that no- 
thing more will be done from this country, excepting in the sup- 
ply of stores, &c. We refer to our Paris letter for movements 
in connection with the French contingent and convention said 
to be made by the Government with England. The Himalaya, 
with the marines and artillerymen detailed in our issue of 26th 
Jan, arrived at Alexandria on the 29th Jan., and were detained 
on board several days, waiting the arrival of the Berenice at 
Suez. Complaints were loud at the selection of so slow a boat. 
‘The 14th Dragoons from India, who are to come home by the 
Himalaya, had not arrived in Egypt. The Viceroy had visited 
the vessel, and one of the Armstrong guns was worked in his 
presence. 

The vote for expenses of the China war, up to 31st March, 
is £850,000. Some Opposition members estimate the total at 
£4,000,000. 

H.M.S. Vulcan, for China, encountered heavy weather on 
the passage to St. Vincent, and near Madcira was nearly 
wrecked. 

The composition of the staff for China shows that Lord 
Clyde has not been forgetful of his old officers and friends ; at 
the same time it is a most efficient body. 

Lord Burghley put a question in the House as to when the 
field allowance claimed by the officers of the Artillery and of 
the Line, who were sent in the year 1857 to the attack of 
Canton, in lieu of the consolidated allowance which they were 




















ordered in April, 1859, to refund, was to be paid. Mr. S. Her- 
bert said that part of the allowance which was duc to officers 
who remained in China had been paid to them there, while 
those who came to England had, for the most part, applied at 
the War-offico and received payment, and any officers who had 
not yet received the allowance who would make application at 
the War-office, would find the money forthcoming. 

It will be scen that General Peel gave in the House on the 
24th an account of regiments, &c., proceeding from India to 
China, 

Rumour has it that H.M. Indian Navy is not to exist much 
longer,—in fact, that it is to be abolished ; option being given 
to the officers to join the Royal Navy, taking their places 
according to the dates of their commissions, or to accept the 
pension which will be offered to them. 

The increase to: the Royal Artillery will be made in the shape 
of two brigades, to be numbered the 15th and 16th respectively. 
The 15th Brigade will consist of 56 officers, non-commissioned 
officers, trumpeters, drummers, and 1,608 rank and file. Tho 
16th Brigade will number 53 officers, 80 non-commissioned 
officers, &c., and 864 rank and file. The promotions consequent 
on this augmentation will, in all probability, promote the liout.- 
coloncls, down to Colonel Kennedy, to be colonels ; the captains, 
down to Brevet-Major Longden, to be licut.-colonels ; the second 
captains, down to Brevet-Major Penn, to be first captains > 
and the lieutenants, down to Lieut. Philip H. Sandilands, to be 
second captains, 

The following regiments are to be increased by 100 men 
each, and fixed ata strength per regiment of 46 officers, 81 
non-commissioned officers, and 1,050 rank and file, making a 
total of all ranks of 1,177—viz., 9th, 1st batt. ; 10th, 1st batt. ; 
11th, 1st batt.; 11th, 2nd batt.; 12th, 2nd batt.; 14th, 2nd 
batt.; 15th, Ist batt.; 16th, 1st batt.; 16th, 2nd batt; 
17th, 2nd batt.;° 18th, 2nd batt.; 19th, 2nd batt.; 
20th, 2nd batt.; 2ist, 2nd batt.; 22nd, 1st batt.;. 24th, 
Qnd batt.; 25th, Qnd batt; 26th, 20th, 30th, 32nd 
Light Infantry, 36th, 45th, 47th, 55th, 68th, 60th Rifles, 
4th batt.; 76th, 78th, 84th, 86th, 96th, and Rifle 
Brigade, 1st batt. The other battalions not serving in India 
remain at 950 rank and file, with the same number of officers, 
with the exception of the 65th regiment, which numbers 1,400 
rank and file. 

Although the bounty paid to recruits in the Royal Marine Light Infantry 
has been reduced from £5 to £4 each, recruiting for that branch of the 
service is proceeding as briskly as before. 

‘The utmost activity prevails in Chatham Dockyard among the contractors 
and others employed on the several works in progress for enlarging and 
improving that establishment, in order that the whule may be completed 
within the time required by the Adminalty. 

The stern and quarters of the L’riucess Royal, 91, screw, have, as was 
expected, proved to be in a very rotten and defective state.

On second lieutenant-colonels proceeding to China, the following remarks 
are made by the Army and Navy Gazctle:—“ We have heard it 
stated that the second lieutenant-colonels of the regiments pro- 
ceeding to China are about being reduced to half-pay on their 
quitting the Indian establishment ; and tha: it is in contemplation to allow 
regiments in India in future only one lieutenant-colonel, As regards the 
latter portion of the rumour, we have only to say th.t we doubt very much 
if four field officers be more than sufficient for a regiment serving in 8 climate 
where so many officers are obliged to be on leave for sanitary rexsons, and 
where in many cases regiments are split up into wings and d. ent, 
We do trust the question will be reconsidered before a step is taken which 
appears to be suggested by no consideration save one of indiscriminating 
economy. It so happens that some of the second lieu enant-colonels of 
regiments going to China are among the best officers of their rank in the 
army, and we hope they will not be taken from their respective corps just at 
the moment their presence with them is most to be desired.”

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THE TEA TRADE IN RUSSIA. 

Our correspondent at St. Petersburg, in his letter of the 2nd 
inst. which we printed in the last number of this journal, has 
prepared us for expecting very shortly to hear of a most im- 
portant alteration in the Russian tariff, not merely by a reduction 
of the present rate of duty on tea, but also by a general per- 
mission to import that article into any part of the dominions 
of Russia, either by land or by sea. Remarkable as this intelli- 
gence certainly is, we have no reason to doubt for a moment 
the correctness of our correspondent’s information ; and in the 
meanwhile, whilst the Russian plans are being brought to a state 
of official maturity in the bureaus of the Minister for Finances 
at St. Petersburg, we take the opportunity of adding a few 
remarks of our own on the subject of the Russian tea trade, 
which we hope will not be altogether uninteresting to our 
readers. 

The overland tea trade dates back to the year 1723, just 
before the death of Peter the Great (which event took place 
February 8, 1725), and its organisation was one of the closing 
acts of that celebrated potentate’s brilliant and successful 
career. Kiachta was then, as at present, the great emporium of 
commerce with the Chinese, though latterly a good deal of the 
trade has found its way to Semipalatinsk, which lies further to 
the south, and is more conveniently situated, as well os nearer 
to the Chinese frontier. The experiment was found to succeed, 
and the trade gained more extensive dimensions every year, 
notwithstanding the serious drawbacks of requiring many 
months—and often more than a whole year—before any single 
transaction could be wound up and finally settled, to say nothing 
of the risks of various sorts to which the tea was exposed in 
being forwarded such a great distance, and having to 
through so many different hands, till it finally reached the tea- 
pot of the consumer. In the year 1791 the Empress Catha- 
rine IL. relaxed the prohibitory system, and the importation of 
tea was permitted, not only by sea direct from China, but also 
from European ports, and thus a considerable trade in this 
article was carried on with Russia from England and Holland. 
This state of things lasted till 1822, when, in an evil hour, the 
Emperor Alexander I. published his famous protectionist tariff, 
by which the importation of tea, not only from European 
ports, but even from China direct by sea, was prohibited, 
and the tea trade restricted to the land frontier at Kiachta. 
This narrow-minded system, with but very few exceptional cases 
that have been made from time to time, remains in force at 
the present day. Odessa, a flourishing port of Russia on the 
Black Sea, which, though only founded so lately as 1792, by the 
Empress Catherine, after the peace of Jassy, contains now more 
than 60,000 inhabitants, for some years enjoyed the privilege of 
exemption from the restrictive commercial policy of Russia, and 
was permitted to import tea from Europe, by virtue of the 
imperial ukase of the 7th February, 1817, which declared it a 
free port, and exempted the inhabitants from taxation for a 
period of 30 years. To this special mark of Imperial favour 
must be mainly attributed the wonderful increase of the popula- 
tion, and extraordinary development of its commerce, in so short 
a time ; but the present Emperor seems to think that Odessa is 
now able to stand on its own legs, as he abolished last year its 
privileges as a free port, placing it for the future in the same 
category as the other ports of the Russian empire, Ever since 
the year 1840, when the official statistics state the quantity of 
tea imported to be 247,000 poods (of 40Ib, each), the trade has 
been gradually declining, not perhaps from a decrease in_the 

















consumption of the article, but rather from the enormous quan- 
tity smuggled over the frontier of late years. From 1845 to 
1847 the quantity that paid duty had fallen to 222,975 poods ; 
from 1848 to 1850, the annual average was 210,698 poods ; and 
from 1851 to 1853 it had decreased to 199,188 poods, or 
7,967,520lbs. Consequently less than eight millions of pounds 
for a population of sixty millions of inhabitants notoriously the 
greatest consumers of tea in Europe, with the exception of 
Great Britain, and perhaps Holland ! 

In comparing the prices of tea in Russia with those of other 
markets, one is almost tempted to doubt the accuracy of the 
figures, so great is the difference in the quotations. “Common 
tea,” says our Russian correspondent, “which rules at Canton 
at about 15 to 25 copecks, or 6d. to 10d. per lb., costs at St. 
Petersburg 24 to 3 roubles, or from 8s. 4d. to 10s. per lb.” In 
the London market similar teas are worth 15 to 35 copecks, at 
Hamburg and New York about 20 to 40 copecks. The causes 
that lead to this discrepancy in the value of the same article ia 
different markets, are not so much to be attributed to the in- 
creased expense of overland carriage, as to the peculiar organisa- 
tion of the trade. It must be borne in mind that the Russians 
do not purchase their tea for cash, nor pay for it with coined 
money, but they receive it in exchange for their woollen cloth, 
cotton velvets, silk manufactures, leather, furs, and other pro- 
duce of their industry. In this bartering trade, each article 
differing in quality from the rest forms the subjeet of special 
negotiations, and the exact price has to be agreed on. It is no 
wonder, then, that this barbarous mode of transacting business, 
so little in accordance with the spirit of the age we live in, 
should give rise to interminable discussions and painful haggling, 
accompanied by great delay ; and after all one party must make 
a bad bargain, and be overreached by the other. It is true that 
in 1865 the Russian Government, in order to facilitate the 
transactions at Kiachta, introduced some important improve- 
ments and salutary changes in their regulations for carrying on 
the barter trade with the Chinese, but it is clear that no fiscal 
measures can ever totally eradicate the evils and inconveniences 
that this primitive mode of doing business must of necessity 
give rise to. In addition to the exportation of Russian produce 
and manufactures to China, the Imperial Government allows 
conditionally the payment for tea in gold and silver coin ; but 
this permission is restricted to one-third of the value of the 
manufactured goods exported by each merchant, and one-half on 
furs and skins. With the exception of tea the imports of 
Chinese produce into Russia are quite insignificant. Whilst the 
whole value of the trade is officially estimated at six millions 
and a half of silver roubles, tea slone figures for six millions, 
whilst the odd half-million is frittered away in sugar, a little 
raw silk, a few drugs, and some sugar-candy, . 

With regard to the distance between Kiachta and the tea 
districts of China, it must be observed that the provinces that 
produce the article, and the places where it is prepared for ex- 
portation, are quite in the south, and consequently at a very 
great distance from the Russian frontiers. Nearly all the tea 
that goes to Russia is grown in the province of Kiang-se 
which the chief town is Foo-chow. When we talk of the tea 
being brought from China to St. Petersburg by land, the ex- 
pression must not be taken in its literal sense, as for a 
great part of the distance it is conveyed by. water. On 
quitting the province of Kiang-se, the tea is transported by the 
navigable canals to Kan-chang, whence it is sent in light carts 
for a distance of a hundred miles across the mountains. It 
is then reshipped on the Yang-tse-Kiang, passing Nankin, 
ascends the Hoang-ho or Yellow River, and at length arrives at 
Tien-tsin by the Grand (or Imperial) Canal, after being more than 
@ month on its water-carriage. At Tien-tsin the chests of tea 
are loaded on the backs of camels and buffaloes, and arrive at 
Kiachta after the lapse of three or four months more. On the 
Russian territory they are again subjected to an alternating 
land and water carriage. After winding through the mountain 
passes down to the eastern shores of Lake Baikal, they are 
shipped upon rudely constructed boats, little better than rafta, 
in which they cross the lake, and ascend the broad but very 
shallow Angora to Irkutsk. Here they are transferred to the 
small and cumbersome wagons; of the country —except in 
winter, when they are mounted on sledges, which is a far more 
expeditious mode of conveyance—and slowly dragged along at. 
the northern base of the Altai chain of mountains to Semipa- 
latinsk, where they again embark, floating down the river Irtyach 
to Omsk, whence they again proceed by land carriage, passing 
through Petropaulofsk and Troitsk, where the dreary work of 
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crossing the Ural mountains commences. Having accom- 
plished this hazardous feat, they are now in Europe, for at the 
watershed on the top of the mountain stands a granite column 
bearing on its east and west faces the magnificently grand con- 
ception, but simple inscription, “ Asia” on one side, and “Eu- 
rope” on the other. Having safely arrived at Oufa on the 
Belaija, they again take water, floating down that river to its 
junction with the Kama, and the confluence of the latter with 
the Wolga at Spask. Thence, still by water, up that noble 
stream to Nishny-Novgorod, celebrated for its great autumnal 
annual fair. From Nishny-Novgorod to Moscow the distance is 
about 500 miles, and the tea is conveyed thither by land- 
carriage, and finally from thence to St. Petersburg by the rail- 
way. It is one of the deep-rooted popular superstitions—more 
especially in Russia, where it is sedulously propagated and reli- 
giously believed—that the quality and flavour of tea deteriorates 
by a sea-voyage, and hence arises in a great measure the genera) 
belief that the tea consumed in Russia is of better quality, and 
contains more aroma, because it is conveyed by land, than the 
article sent by sea to other parts of Europe. But this super- 
Btition, like all others based upon prejudice and ignorance, has 
been destined to receive its death-blow from the dawn of civili- 
sation and scientific knowledge in Russia. 
been often discussed, and at length a commission, composed of 
members of the Imperial Academy of Arts and Sciences, was 
appointed to investigate the subject, and report their unbiassed 
opinion on it. From the tenour of their report, based on che- 
mical analysis and practical experiments on the same tea, pre- 
pared and packed in the same identical manner, but sent by 
the two different routes, the fallacy of the superstition is proved 
beyond a doubt, and it was shown that there was no appre- 
ciable difference whatever, cithcr in the weight, taste, appear- 
ance, or smell, between the two, From the above description 
of the manner in which the tea is conveyed by the overland 
route, it will be moreover apparent to our readers that that ex- 
pression must be taken cum grano salis ; for nearly one-half of 
the distance is performed on lakes, rivers, and navigable canals. 
It is true that, mathematically speaking, the distance may be 
less by land from Canton to St. Petersburg, than by sea round 
the Cape of Good Hope and up the Baltic; but the difference in 
distance is more than compensated by the time—and conse- 
quently interest of money—saved, whilst it cannot be doubted 
that the cost price must be greatly and needlessly enhanced by 
having to be sent 8,000 miles by land rather than 14,000 miles 
by sea. The freight by a sailing vessel docs not increase the 
price of tea so much as a halfpenny per Ib., which is not above 
3 or 4 per cent., whilst the expensive and tedious land-carriage 
comes to 9s. per ]b., which is equal to 1,000 per cent., or ten 
times its original cost price in China. 

Finally, there is another reason for rejoicing in the forth- 
coming modification of the fiscal regulations with regard to tea 
in Russia. If, as our correspondent at St. Petersburg believes 
himself warranted in stating, the alteration should really be of 
such an extensive nature as to be thus summed up in his own 
expressive words— A moderate duty on tea, and permission to 
import it by sea and by land into any part of the empire’— 
then there can be no doubt that a new branch of business will 
spring up between this country and Russia to the profit of our 
merchants and the benefit of British shipowners, who already 
participate in the carrying trade with Russia to the extent of 
more than one half; and this is certainly some cause for self- 
congratulation. But there is another higher, less sordid, and 
far more noble reason for welcoming this expected change, 
which is, that it will strike a sudden and irreparable death- 
blow to the degrading and demoralising system of smuggling 
carried on so notoriously and unblushingly in the Russian do- 
minions, that their own statistic writers, Tengoborsky and 
Nebolsine, state on authority that fully as much tea is smuggled 
into that country as is imported in a legitimate manner. 





, THE TRADE OF JAVA IN 1858, AS COMPARED

Tr is only a few months since we gave our readers an account 
of the trade of Java and Madura for 1857, and we are now 
enabled to lay before them the results of the year 1858, taken

From the above it appears that the imports by private merchants 
had fallen off in 1858 by 2,266,644f1,, and though there was 
an increase of 1,168,839f1. in the importations by Government, 
the total shows a deficiency of 1,097,805f. This is explained 
by the great falling off in the value of the specie and precious 
metals, which amounted to nearly four millions of florins, as 
shown by the following figures -—

In the imports from Holland there is an increase of about a 
million and a-half of florins, and it is satisfactory to observe

THE ELGIN-SEYMUOUR TROVERSY. 

The Tiines of this morning has the following resumé of the 
correspondence and quarrel of Lord Elgin and Sir M. Seymour, 
The correspondence must be deferred to our next issue. 

“From the despatches it appears that Lord Elgin, lying in the Gulf of 
Pecheli, on the 2uth of April, 1858, despatched to Lord Clarendon, then 
Foreign Minister, a letter, wherein he complained of the conduct of the 
Admiral, who had been commissioned to give material force to Lord Elgin’s 
diplomacy. ‘Ihe Ambassador stated that on the 2nd of March, when leaving 
Hong Kong, he had, by a written communication, directed Sir M. Seymour 
to,colle.tat Shanghai, towa'ds the end of March, or so soon after as might 
be convenient, a3 large a flee’, more especially of gunboats drawing little 
water, as the Admiral could spare from service elsewhire. To this communi- 
cation Lord Elgin states the Admiral replied that his attention had already 
been directed to that object, that a gunboat ond gun-vessel had already sailed 
for Shanghai, that arrangements were in progress for others to fo!low, and 
that it wus his intention to sail for Shanghai in the Calcutta, ‘should nothing 
prevent,’ on for about the 16th of March. Lord Elgin proceeds to com- 
plain that, notwithstanding this assurance, he had been waiting at 
Shanghai till the Srd_of April, without news of the Admiral, and 
that on the 16th of April he was off the mouth of the Peiho 
without any sufficient force. On the 29th of April we find another 
de:patch, wherein Lord Elgin reports that the Admiral had arrived 
on the 24th in her Majesty's ship Cadcutta—a ve-sel which, as he remarks, 
draws 25 feet of water, and ¢ uld not approach within several miles of the 
bar of the Peiho river. He adds that the gunboats were still not come up, 

and he remarks bitterly upon the consequences of the delay. Cuntrasting 
the slackness of th: Bri ish Admiral with the pronptitude of the French, 
Lord Elgin next states that the French Admiral arrived on the 25-h of 
April with his whole fleet, and that a: the moment of writing his despatch 
the ‘French flag is repr-sented by two guuboats within the bar of the 
Peiho, and the English by two despatch-boats aground on the top of it.” Si: 
Michael Seymour, leing referred to, answers this despatch in a detailed 
report to the Admiralty. As to the Ambassador's last point, which we have 
quoted, Sir Michael says :—‘1 might smile at this statement, we:e it not 
‘on account of the motives which appear to dictate it, and the impression it 
must have made on their Lordships, The Ninrod and Cormorant had 
grounded in the previous night in trying t> cross the tar in company with 
three French gunboats, as did one of the la.ter. In two hours after his 
Lordship’s despatch was sent away both veascls had crossed the bar. and the 
English tlag was represented by three Enzlish vessels (including the Slaney) 
of superior torce to the French ; the English beats close t> the batteries, the 
French somewhat tothe left.’ As to the other matters complained of, the 














‘Admiral shows that on the 15th of Ma ch five vessels left Hongkong, and 
that three others sailed a few days later, that he left orders for the smaller 
gunboats to fo low him on the 10th of April, that he himself would have left 
on the 18th of March if he had not been delayed by gales, and that the 
French Admiral left Hongkong one day later than Sir Michacl. He more- 
over shows that the Admiralty were so satisfied with his explanat‘on that 
the Bonrd assured him of their entire approval, and transmitted a very un- 
equivocal censure upon Lord Elgin for the despatch I:e had written to hisown 





chief, 

“Sir Michael says:— eo ce 

“CT have had two years’ experience in Chinese warfare, and anyone who 
has been long in China wi'l bear me out in the assertion, thit nothing but 
the cor clusive evidence of irresistible force will ever fully satisfy the Im- 
perinl Government. I consider, therefore, aa stated in my despatch report- 
ing the operations at the Peiho, that the Chinese having been allowed time 
to fortify their position, and being confident of their strength, the capture of 
the forts under such circumstances would have a greater moral effect on the 
Imperial Governm:nt than if we had attacked them when less prepared. 
Subsequent events fully bore out my op'nion. It was ascertained that 
guns ‘rom Tientsin, and even’ from ‘Pekin, had bern conveyed to the forts 
at Taku, and that all the available military force was also assembled there. 
At one blow, thercfore, the whole of their guns were captured, and their 
army driven like a scattered rabble into the surrounding country, to spread 
every where the reports of our invincib lity, and the destructive and territ'c 
missiles we made use of. To this brill‘ant and comjlete success I attri- 
bute our total exemption from annoyance while at Tientsin, and the con- 
clusion of a treaty within s month after which may be said to open the 
whole of China to the world, and which inay in a few years develope a field 
for commercial enterprise of which we have at present no e:nception.’ 

« These two dissatisfied heroes have now both been heard. Seymour, King 
of Men, and the swift-witted E'gin have made their orations, Lord John 
Russell, the Ulysses cf this great schism, vainiy proposed to offer up a sacri- 
fice in the shapo of poor Mr. Oliphant. ‘ais convenient and magnanimous 
course of sacrificing the secretary and hushing up the quarrel will only, as 
such policy deserves, make matters worse; for Lord Elgin will probably 
feel himself compelled to avow that Mr. Oliphant acted under his instrue- 
tions as to what unpublished matter he should insert, and what he should 
omit, in the official history of the Elgin mission. Thus it stands, a very 
pretty quarrel, in which everybody seems to be in the wrong.” 





Biterature, 


Yes and No; ov, Glimpses of the Great Conflict. Macmillan 
and Co., Cambridge ; and Covent-garden, London. 

Having peruscd this work, we must acknowledge that the 
author is a really clever man, but we confess that, with the ex- 
ception of High-Churchism, we are puzzled in ascribing to him 
his peculiar “ forte,” for on every possible subject does he 
dilate. We find in this work theology, politics, metaphysics, 
transcendentalism, gastronomy, mesmerism, “ fast” life, atheism, 
Puscyism, even death itself ; and, therefore, from its very dis- 
cursiveness, it possesses some peculiar interest for each description 
of reader, The talent exhibited throughout the work is un- 
deniable ; the plot is most cleverly worked out, and tho 
character sketches are spirited and dashing. We should fancy, 
from the style pervading the book, that it is the author's first 
essay in literature, but there is good promise in this work, and 
a freshness that will repay the reader for a perusal of its 
chapters. 








The China Question. 
S Coutinued from our last. 

With reference to Lord Elgin’s forced inactivity on his first 
arrival, owing to the troops destined for China having been 
ordered to Calcutta, the writer thinks— 

“ There can be no doubt that, had Lord Elgin, in the summer of 1857 
gone to the north alone, or unaccompanied by a strong and imposing force, 
or indeed gone at all, before something striking had been done at Canton, the 
disappointment would have been greater. ‘The fact is, that at the very time 
when Lord Elgin was lamenting his inability to move to the Peiho, and 
thence to seek access to Pekin, the experiment was making by the Rus- 
sians, and utterly failed.” 

With reference to the blockade of the Canton river, the 
writer, as we might expect, strongly protests against it. 

“The decision of the question was embarras-ed, too, by the conflicting 
interests of the lritish traders themselves, who, having bought teas at high 
prices in the north, were solicitous that the blockade should be maintained. 
They, in the true mercantile spirit, did not care a farthing whether it was a 
lawful blockade or not. Regarded ata distance, and from the platform of 
something like old-fashioned principle, it seems to us that there never 
was a greater violation of public law, or a worse precedent, than their: cular 
blockade of the Canton river, from its inception to February, 1858, without 
a declaration of war. Every authority, ancient and modern, is ngainst such 
action, From [Blacstone to Blackwood every writer in England pronounced 
against it, for it ro happens that one of the strongest condemnations of what 
was actually doing appeared in the columus of the Scotch periodical for 
June, 1857.” 

Judging from the character of the writer, we are somewhat 


surprised at the following :— 


“Lord Malmesbury, instigated doubtless by the complain‘s of parties at 
Hong Ko: g, all of whom, with a perverse unanimity characteristic of that 
wretched community, were adverse to anything done or sugzested by Lord 
Bigin, wrote "— 
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On the capture of the Taku forts in May, 1858, we read— 


“Tt was altogether a sad and sickening sight. Among the voluntary 
tors of this easy conquest, as we have heard, was Mr. Bruce, then 
Lord Elgin’s chief secretary, and now his successor, destined within little 
more than a year to witness a ghastly contrast —not dying and dead China- 
men uncared for by their Christian conquerors, bnt nearly five hundred 
of the bravest and most gallant of his own countrymen slaughtered and 
mutilated, and but a remnant recoiling in disgrace before the worthless bat- 
tlements of Taku, and owing their escape to the very neutrals who, a year 
before, were the objects of so much and so nnjust suspicion. The official 
Gespatches lately published, descriptive of the disaster of 1859, are deplor- 
able revelations of the worst sort of incapacity, and are in painful contrast 
to those in which Lord Elgin announced a bloodless victory.” 

Whilst on Admiral Hope’s conduct the writer says :— 

“ Who can say that Admiral Hope would have made the attack of Jast 
June if left to his own unprompted judgment? Or who can doubt what 
would have been his doom, had he, like Admiral Seymour, refused to be 
goaded into action before be was ready, when, as Mr. Bruce now says, in 
his apologetic despatch of the 13th of July, 1859, ‘ if Admiral Hope had 
expressed doubts on the subject, they would not have been shared by his 
squadron, who have had most experience of warfare in China,’” 


Pictures of the Chinese. By the Rev. R. H. Coproxp, late of 
Ningpo. John Murray, Albemarle-street, London. 

The author, after many years’ residenco in Ningpo, has pro- 
duced this work from daily notice of the manners and customs 
of the Chinese; and certainly it contains revelations which 
are novel and unknown not only to ourselves, but to many 
others who have been long resident in China.. This, consider- 
ing the very exclusive manner in which all forcigners live, is not 
to be wondered at. Our author, like other missionaries, differs in 
that particular, and has not been averse tomixing with the Chinese 
in their social and every-day life. These experiences have been 
carefully noted, and the book under notice is the result. Among 
the anccdotes we may notice that China, like all other countries, 
has its malady of tooth-ache and quacks, and among the many 
itinerant professionals that of dentist is performed by a woman, 
of whom there are some two thousand in the province of Che- 
keang. Diseases of the teeth are said by them to procced from 
the existence of a worm in the gums, and although the author 
does not agree with the nostrum, still he assures us the belief 
is universal among the Chinese, who pay at the rate of throe- 
pence for each worm extracted, which by some piece of legerde- 
main are produced from the mouth of the operator. There aro 
many other similar habits and prejudices recorded and neatly 
illustrated by numerous sketchings in an instructive and amus- 
ing manner, and we think it will be found interesting even to old 
residents in China, but doubly so to the general English public. 

We have always thought it, however, a great disadvantage to 
the cause of Protestant missions that after a missionary should 
have resided in China some few years, and fairly mastered the 
language, he should then return to this country, and settle com- 
fortably down and write narrative books. This is to be regretted 
more especially just now, when the numerous works written 
upon China nearly all of them contain some allusions to the 
unwearied zeal of the Catholic missionaries and the evident 
“ insouciance ” of the Protestants, The style of the writing is 
pervaded with a tone of sentimentality which we cannot admire, 
and, indeed, we may add that we expected a more profound 
emanation from one calling himself an Archdeacon. 





A Life Struggle. By Miss Pardoe. L. Booth, Regent Street. 
Another work from the prolific pen of Miss Pardoe is always 
anticipated with much interest in the literary world. This 
novel, however, in our opinion, does not come up to Miss 
Pardoe’s previous works. The characters are all strongly 
drawn, Mr. Greville’s particularly so ; but the moral inculcated 
throughout the two volumes we think pernicious, as it extols 
the absurd and actually selfish theory of self-sacrifice, of which 
many, indecd, of our modern female novelists have made them- 
selves the champions. The book, however, is plcasautly and 
vigorously written, and will amply repay a perusal, if only for 
comparison and criticism. No reader of Miss Pardoc’s works 
should omit this production.

Monetary and Commercial. 








The Budgct, and the discussions which it has given rise to, 
affecting, as it docs, so extensively the import and export 
trade, has of course tended to restrict busincss. The friends 
and opponents to the scheme are about cqually matched. The 
signal victory obtained by Ministers in the House of Commons 
has been regarded in the City, however, as a guarantce for their 
continuance in office, and for the ratification of the French 
treaty. Several meetings of the tea and colonial produce trade 
have been held, and committees appointed for the purpose of 
representing to the Chancellor of the Exchequer that the pro- 
posed charges on the rebonding and warehousing of tea are 
considered exorbitant. The question of the heavy charges 
proposed to be placed upon warrants has also been discussed. 
Other meetings have been held in all parts of the country, the 
details of which are quite out of the limits of any one report, 
and as opinion hourly gains ground that the proposed measures 
will all be carried, their utility is dispensed with. The Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, in reply to Mr. Glyn as chairman of 8 
committee, says :—‘ With regard to the registration duty of 
1d. on imports and exports, it is never to exceed a maximum of 
} per cent. upon the value of the articles. If the tax of 
3d. on dock warrants should appear to be too heavy, it can be 
reduced.” 

The Board of Trade returns for 1859 show the exports to 
be £130,440,427, being 12 per cent, more than in 1658, and 
7% per cent. more than in 1857—the most active year ever 
known. This expansion of the export trade helps to account 
for,the rise in the value of money. 

The question regarding a bank-note circulation in India has 
been decided. There is to be a Government issue of £5,000,000 
from Calcutta and the local treasuries. 

It is stated that the India Council have agreed to occupy a 
large portion of the building in Victoria-street, Westminster, 
now in course of construction for the Westminster Palace Hotel 
Company, for three years from the Ist of July next, at a rent 
of £6,000 per annum—a temporary arrangement until perma- 
nent public offices can be erected in that locality. The library 
and museum are to be transferred to the British Museum, and 
the principal documents to the State Paper Office. 

A meeting of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and 
China has been adjourned to the 29th of March, by which time 
complete accounts for the past half-year will have been reccived 
from the several agencies, and the directors will be enabled to 
decide upon a dividend. 

The total quantity of tea imported in 1859 from China 
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was 76,362,008lbs,; and of silk, 3,192,632ibs, raw, and 
117,454lbs, thrown. Of exports of cotton goods, &c., 
£4,457,631. 

The amount of specie by the last mail is £224,892, of 
which £1,050 is gold for Alexandria, £14,855 gold and £90,845 
silver for India; for Shanghai, £32,880; Foo-Chow-Foo, 
£5,669 ; Hong Kong, £5,000 in gold, £72,953 in silver; 
Singapore, £1,500 ; Penang, £140.

FOREIGN COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT. 


Lonpon axp Cana TELEGRAPH OrFice, Feb. 28, 1860. 

The advices received this morning from China report rather 
a quiet market for both imports and exports, owing to the 
approach of the Chinese new year, and money had become 
somewhat scarce. 

The currency dispute at Japan we have no further reliable 
accounts of, and it is presumed that trade remains suspended ; 
but a communication had been received from the American 
Consul at Yedo, of a satisfactory nature, as it contains re- 
assurances that the Japanese will observe the treaty in all 
respects. 

The Chinese Government have accorded the same reduction 
of tonnage dues to British ships, as granted to the Americans 
by their last treaty, namely, from 5 to 4 mace perton, A 
remission of the extra one mace paid on vessels since the 
24th Nov. is also to be made; this certainly looks amicable.

IN EXPORTS. 

Tea.—The export is in excess over last season by 19 millions, 
to the United States 5 millions, to Australia 4 millions. It 
appears that the tea men in the first part of the season were 
anxious to push off their supplics to put them out of men’s 
exactions ; our merchants, backed by good markets, have met 
this freely. They are now equally anxious to hold the remain- 
ing stock, believing the next year's supply will be interrupted. 
At Shanghai the settlements have been 3,500 chests Ningchow, 
100 packages Congous, 25 to 30 Tis. ; 1 chop of Souchong at 35 
Tis. ; 2,500 chests of Lesan at 17 to 25 Tis. At these rates, 
however, purchasers hold back. The stock is about 35,000 
packages. In Greens settlements have been 16,000 half-chests 
and 3,000 boxes at 18 Tis. to 21 Tis. for Imperial, and 24 Ts, 
to 34 Tis, for Gunpowder Taiping sorts. At Foo-Chow-Foo 





the settlements have been 1,700 chests and 1,500 half-chests 
of Congou at 12 to 15 Tis. for common, and 16 to 18 Ts. for 
middling. Oolong—1,750 half-chests at 15 Ts. for Foo- 
chow packed, 18 to 20 Tls. for fair cargo, and 23 Tis. for fine. 
Flowery Pekoe—250 chests at 35 to 65 Tls. Scented Teas— 
500 boxes Orange Pekoe, aud 100 boxes Caper at 20 to 24 Tis. 
For common Congous the price is a little easier, and Oolongs 
are 1 to 2 Tis. lower. The following is given as tho stock 
unsold on the market, and as supplies do not come in, the 
quantity is not expected to be augmented. Congou 45,000 
packages, Souchong 200 chests, Ovlong 9,000 _half-chests, 
Flowery Pekoe 200 chests, Scented Teas 3,500 boxes. 

At Amoy the Maury is loading for New York, and the fol- 
lowing settlements have been made:—Congou—250_half- 
chests common, at 17 dols.to 18 dols.

Raw Six.—The advance in last mail’s rates has been sup- 
ported ; settlements about 3,500 bales. The total shipments 
for the season are nearly 10,000 bales Jess than last, and the 
stock is also smaller. Our table of exports includes 2,000 
bales of Japan. Tsatlees No, 1 are quoted 440 to 450 taels; 
Taysaans No. 1,370 to 385. At Canton the business has 
been trifling for the United States and India. The stock is 
also small.

IN IMPORTS. 

At Shanghai the tone of the import market had changed, 
quotations for manufactured goods being almost nominal, and 
sales for cash impracticable, the near approach of the China 
new year holidays causing some interruption to trade. Imme- 
diately after the departure of last mail six vessels arrived from 
England bringing large supplies of manufactured goods, the greater 
portion of which had been sold to arrive some time since, but 
now difficulty is experienced in getting the dealers to clear 
their purchases, Grey shirtings are quoted at a decline of one 
mace per piece, with no demand at present. White shirtings 
and teaclotbs are also rather lower, but American drills, sheet- 
ings, &c., remain in moderate request. Fancy goods have fairly 
maintained their value, but there is not much inquiry for them. 
Woollens, long ells, &c., have shown in the general depression, 
the late arrivals having brought considerable supplies, and prices 
have now a downward tendency. Metals continue in active 
request ata further advance on former rates, The stocks in 
godowns and on board vesscls in harbour on the 31st of 
December, were as follows :-—

This is to be ac- 
counted for, partly by the near approach of the Chinese New Year holidays, 
when the traders close their books ; partly by the fact that importers are 

+ in mont instances holding for prices, which dealers are not yet prepared to 
give. There has been rather more activity in dyed goods, Metals continue 
extremely dull.

A better fecling prevails throughout the shipping interest, and hopes are 
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more generally entertained of a speedy recovery to more remunerative rates 
of freight. The advices of a rite in freights at Calcatta have been mainly 
instrumental in this feeling. The employment of troop-ships in the China 
waters is also expected to cause an advance in that market.

* Geograph'cal Society on the 13th inst, a paper on China, communicated by 
‘Mr. Mickie, was read, which gave rise toa long and animated discussion, 
bearing on the expedition that is about to be sent there, in which Mr. 
Hamilton Lindsay, Mr. Oliphant, Mr. Lockhart, Captain Osborn, Mr. 
Cranford, and other gentlemen, took part. Mr. Mickie's paper referred 
- more particularly to the north and sonth promontories of the Gulf of 
Pechelee, where he was sent as a supercargo of a ship, and remained during 
the summet months of 1859, He described the produce of the country to 
be abundant, consisting chiefly of beans, peas, and oilseeds, The rainy 
, Beason commences atthe end of June, and continues through July, the 
climate being represented to resemble that of the southern part of the 
Crimea. It appeared from this statement, and from the observations of 
those gentlemen who addressed the meeting, that a plentiful supply of food 
could be found in the two promontories for the proposed expedition up the 
Peiho to Pekin. The inhabitants were said to be unusually tall and in- 
telligent, the generality of them being six feet high and upwards. Mr. 
Lockvait, in describing the general physical features of that part of China, 





said that the promontories that form the Gulf of Pechelee are branches of 
the chain of mountains that stretch across China from Tartary, and that 
they tend to render the climate temperate. Captain Sherard Osborne, when 
speaking of the large rivers that empty thomaelves into the son on the east- 
ern coast of China, said they seemed as if they had been made on purpose 
for the English and Americans to establish trade with the interior.
